PROCLAMATION 4108 

Save Your Vision Week, 1972 

By the President of the United States of America 

A Proclamation 

Vision is among man’s most precious possessions, and one of the 
most fragile. 

The many ways in which it can be lost or impaired summon us to 
develop the best possible means for its protccdon. It Is never too early, 
but often may be too late, to take action to preserve our vision. 

Preventative efforts, of course, are the key—we should take all possible 
steps to prevent eye injuries at home, in the school, at play or on the 
job. And regular professional eye examinations for all members of the 
family are an important part of any effort to preserve sight. 

1 he early detection of v ision problems will prevent many common 
kinds of blindness and visual disability. For example, children can be 
spared a lifetime of visual loss from amblyopia or “lazy eye” simply 
by having their eyes examined before the age of six. And vision threatened 
by glaucoma can be saved by early diagnosis and treatment. 

Where prevention of disorders is not possible, sight often can be 
restored by skilled professional treatment. Many thousands of older 
Americans are needlessly blind from cataracts because they fear surgery. 
Yet the virtually painless operation to remove cataracts is among the 
most successful of all surgical procedures. And research efforts have 
made corneal transplantations highly successful. 

Continued research will improve the prevention, diagnosis, and treat¬ 
ment of visual disorders. Such research is strongly supported by the 
Federal Government through the National Eye Institute of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare. 

In recognition of the importance of preserving sight, the Congress, 
by a joint resolution approved December 30, 1963 (77 Stat. 629), 
requested the President to proclaim the first week in March of each 
year as Save Your Vision Week. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, RICHARD NIXON, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby proclaim the week of March 5, 
1972, as Save Your Vision Week. I urge all Americans to learn more 
about their eyes and the symptoms of vision problems, and to take the

steps necessary to assure for themselves and their families a lifetime of 
useful vision. 

I also urge ophthalmologists, optometrists, and government and 
private agencies concerned with vision, to cooperate in the observance 
of this week by providing helpful information on saving vision and by 
other appropriate activities.

National Poison Prevention Week, 

1972

A Proclamation 

Despite substantial educational and labeling efforts, the problem of 
accidental poisoning—particularly among children—still remains a 
matter of public concern. 

Efforts by private and public groups, and voluntary actions on the part 
of manufacturers, have contributed to a continuing and encouraging 
decrease in accidental poisoning tragedies. 

Our progress should intensify with the special packaging required 
under the provisions of the Poison Prevention Packaging Act of 1970. 

But, as of today, the incidents of accidental poisonings are still higher 
than any advanced society should permit. The natural curiosity of chil¬ 
dren, and their inclination to taste whatever they can reach, is not easily 
circumvented by safety measures. 

1 he general dangers involved were recognized by a joint resolution 
approved September 26, 1961 (75 Stat. 681), in which the Congress 
requested the President to issue annually a proclamation designating the 
third week in March as National Poison Prevention Week. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, RICHARD NIXON, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby designate the week beginning 
March 19,1972 as National Poison Prevention Week. 

I direct all appropriate agencies of the Federal Government to par¬ 
ticipate actively on programs designed to promote maximum protection 
of our people against accidental poisonings, particularly our children. 
Further, I invite all State and local governments and priv ate organiza¬ 
tions and individuals to share in this national effort. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand this six¬ 
teenth day of February, in the year of our Lord nineteen hundred seventy- 
two, and of the Independence of the United States of America the one 
hundred ninety-sixth.

Bom in war and raised in adversity, the American Red Cross has 
evolved many traditions in its universal quest to case human suffering, but 
none have served it so durably as its tradition of flexibility. 

Since well before the turn of the 20th century, through times that 
tested the very soul of our humanitarian instincts, the Red Cross has 
proven equal to the challenges of each era with unfailing resourcefulness, 
zeal and compassion. Red Cross programs and services we have long 
taken for granted—from disaster relief and blood banks to nurse training 
and aid to military' personnel—grew out of its pioneering approach in 
meeting generations of unprecedented crises. 

This tradition has carried forward into the 1970s with undiminished 
vigor, and the Red Cross emblem may be found on banners flying over 
inner-city child care centers and drug abuse clinics. It is stamped on 
publications and continuing education materials dealing with ecological 
concerns, race relations, the advancement of the arts, and rural 
development. 

And as a member of the global society, the Red Cross continues to 
fulfill its international enterprise of mercy, but again with a flexibility 
that makes its mission as vital and viable as at anytime in its history. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, RICHARD NIXON, President of the 
United States of America and Honorary' Chairman of the American 
National Red Cross, do hereby designate March, 1972, as Red Cross 
Month, a month when every citizen is asked to join, serve, and con¬ 
tribute in the same example of unselfish spirit that has characterized the 
Red Cross since its founding.

National Day of Prayer 

By the President of the United Stales of America 

A Proclamation 

In times of national need, this Nation has turned always to God. The 
earliest memories of our national experience include a vision of George 
Washington kneeling on a frozen hill at Valley Forge; they include the 
stirring words of Benjamin Franklin as he asked the Continental Congress 
to begin its daily work with a prayer for, as Franklin asked “if a sparrow 
cannot fall to the ground without His notice, is it probable that an 
empire can rise without His aid?” 

From those beginnings, throughout our history, we have turned to 
God in need, in challenge, and in gratitude. We remember at the most 
recent days of our history when this Nation and the world listened in a 
moment of human triumph as a small space vehicle circled the moon 
and Frank Borman read from Genesis: “In the beginning God created 
the heaven and the earth. . . .” 

Today America is moving toward the objective we have pursued 
throughout our history, toward a dream as old as man, toward a world 
at peace with itself. We have no false illusions about the possibilities of 
achieving such a world. But history’ will not forgive us if we fail to try, 
nor will posterity. 

All nations must share in the creation of such a peace. Each nation 
must seek the source of strength upon which its faith in the future is 
founded, and upon which its hope for peace is anchored. Let this Nation 
turn again to God. Let this Nation turn again to prayer as the world 
strives to move from a time of war to a time of peace forever. 

As America stretches forth the hand that holds the olive branch, we 
know that other hands must reach out to take it. But until the deed is 
done and the peace is won, we must be patient and strong. Therefore, 
let each man, woman and child in this land recall the ancient wisdom 
of the scriptures: “Our help is in the name of the Lord, Who made 
heaven and earth.” Let as seek that help in prayer. 

We remember that our enterprise must find favor in the eyes of God, 
for the scriptures tell us that “Except the Lord build the house, they 
labor in vain that build it. . . ” As wc pursue peace, let this people 
pray our search will find favor in the eyes of God and that wc labor not 
in vain. 

In recognition of the desire for peace among nations that the American 
people share with all the peoples of the world, the Congress by a con¬ 
current resolution approved February 16, 1972, has requested that the 
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President designate Sunday, February 20, 1972 as a National Day of 
Prayer for the cause of world peace. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, RICHARD NIXON, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby proclaim Sunday, February 20, 
1972, as a National Day of Prayer. 

I invite all Americans to join in the quest for peace, both by uniting 
in their places of worship, and by pursuing privately the purposes of 
peace through prayer.

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EXECUTIVE ORDER 11648 

Amendment of Executive Order No. 11183 Which Established the 
President’s Commission on White House Fellowships 

By virtue of the authority vested in me as President of the United States, 
Executive Order No. 11183 1 of October 3, 1964, as amended by Execu¬ 
tive Order No. 11410 of May 6, 1968, Is hereby further amended as 
follows: 

1. Section 2 (a) is amended to read: 

“Sec. 2. Functions of the Commission, (a) The Commission shall 
prescribe such standards and procedures as may be necessary to enable 
it to recommend annually a group of outstanding young persons from 
among whom the President may select White House Fellows. Following 
publication of these standards and procedures, the Commission may 
accept (1) applications from individuals, including regular members of 
the Armed Forces of the United States, and (2) nominations from 
sponsoring individuals or organizations for consideration in its recom¬ 
mendations.” 

2. Section 2(b) is amended by striking the word “and” at the end 
of paragraph (3), by striking the period at the end of paragraph (4) 
and inserting and” in lieu thereof, and by adding at the end of that 
section a new paragraph (5) as follows : 

“(5) Arc not employees as defined in section 2105 of title 5 of the 
United States Code on the closing date for receipt of applications.” 

3. Section 3 is amended to read: 

“Sec. 3. While House Fellows. White House Fellows will be 
appointed to serve for 12 months on the White House staff, in the 
Executive Office of the President, in the Office of the Vice President, 
or in the offices of members of the Cabinet, as they may be assigned, 
beginning on September 1 of the year in which they are selected.” 

4. Section 4 is amended to read: 

“Sec. 4. Executive Agencies, (a) Each executive agency as defined 
in section 105 of title 5 of the United States Code shall extend fullest 
cooperation to the White House Fellows Program and attempt to 
maximize the Program’s benefits to the individual Fellow, the Depart¬ 
ment or Agency, and the Federal Government. 

“(b) The United States Civil Service Commission shall provide the 
Commission with administrative services, staff support, and travel 
expenses as authorized by law.”

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EXECUTIVE ORDER 11649 

Regulations Governing the Seals of the President and the 
Vice President of the United States 

By virtue of the authority vested in me by section 713(b) of title 18, 
United States Code, I hereby prescribe the following regulations gov¬ 
erning the use of the Seals of the President and the Vice President of 
the United States: 

Section 1. Except as otherwise provided by law, the knowing manu¬ 
facture, reproduction, sale, or purchase for resale of the Seals or Coats 
of Arms of the President or the Vice President of the United States, or 
any likeness or substantial part thereof, shall be permitted only for the 
following uses: 

(a) Use by the President or Vice President of the United States; 

(b) Use in encyclopedias, dictionaries, books, journals, pamphlets, 
periodicals, or magazines incident to a description or history of seals, 
coats of arms, heraldry, or the Presidency or Vice Presidency. Such use 
shall be limited exclusively to the text, and any use of the Presidential 
or Vice Presidential Seal or Coat of Arms or any likeness or substantial 
part thereof on the cover of the above items is prohibited; 

(c) Use in libraries, museums, or educational facilities incident to 
descriptions or exhibits relating to seals, coats of arms, heraldry, or the 
Presidency or Vice Presidency; 

(d) Use as an architectural embellishment in libraries, museums, or 
archives established to house the papers or effects of former Presidents 
or Vice Presidents; 

(e) Use on a monument to a former President or Vice President; 

(f) Use by way of photographic or electronic visual reproduction in 
pictures, moving pictures, or telecasts of bona fide news content ; 

(g) Such other uses for exceptional historical, educational, or news¬ 
worthy purposes as may be authorized in writing by the Counsel to 
the President. 

Sec. 2. The manufacture, reproduction, sale, or purchase for resale, 
either separately or appended to any article manufactured or sold, of 
the Seals of the President or Vice President, or any likeness or substantial 
part thereof, except as provided in this Order or as otherwise provided 
by law, is prohibited.

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MEMORANDUM OF FEBRUARY 9, 1972 

Report to the Congress Under Sec¬ 
tion 620 (w) of the Foreign Assist¬ 
ance Act of 1961, as Amended 


Memorandum for the Secretary of State 

The White House, 
Washington , February 9, 1972. 


In accordance with the recommendation of your memorandum of 
February 5, 1972, I hereby find that the objectives of paragraph (2) of 
Section 620(w) of the Foreign Assistance Act; as amended, are being 
achieved. 

As a result of the hostilities between India and Pakistan in November 
and December 1971, the Government of Pakistan effectively lost control 
of its East Wing. The Government of Pakistan is, therefore, not in a 
position to play the role envisaged in paragraph (2) of Section 620(w). 
It has, however, taken affirmative steps within its power toward the 
establishment of stability in its former East Wing, i.e., the release of 
Sheikh Mujibur Rahman and its expressed willingness to negotiate a 
political setdement of differences. Since the Government of Pakistan no 
longer exercises physical control over its East Wing, it is in no position 
to take any part in the repatriation of refugees. However, the refugees 
are returning to their homes and there is no effort by nor intent of the 
Government of Pakistan to disrupt this process. It is for these reasons 
that I have made the above finding. 

You are therefore requested on my behalf to make this report to the 
Congress under Section 620(w) of the Foreign Assistance Act of 1961, 
as amended. Upon transmittal of this Report to the Congress, the restric¬ 
tion imposed by subsection 620(w) (1) shall cease to apply by operation 
of the law.

Basis and purpose arid bases and con¬ 
siderations . This amendment is issued 
pursuant to the authority vested in the 
Secretary of Agriculture by the Sugar 
Act of 1948. as amended (61 Stat. 922, 
as amended), hereinafter referred to as 
the “Act.”

Accord¬ 
ingly, the additional quota deficit of 
100,000 short tons, raw value, for Puerto 
Rico is herein determined and is allocated 
and prorated to foreign countries pur¬ 
suant to section 204(a) of the Act. If pro¬ 
duction exceeds the present estimates for 
Puerto Rico, the marketing opportunities 
for that area within the total mainland 
quota for that area will not be limited 
as a result of the deficit determination 
and proration provided herein. 

Of the additional deficit declared, an 
amount equal to 30,080 short tons, raw 
value, will be allocated to the Republic 
of the Philippines according to section 
204(a) of the Act. The balance of the 
deficit amounting to 69,920 short tons, 
raw value, is prorated and allocated to 
Western Hemisphere countries by pro¬ 
rating 25,748 tons to such countries listed 
in section 202(c)(3)(A) of the Act, on 
the basis of quotas determined pursu¬ 
ant to section 202 of the Act and by al¬ 
locating the remainder of the deficit 
amounting to 44,172 short tons, raw 
value, to Costa Rica, Guatemala, and 
Honduras pursuant to the following 
determination by the President.

Memorandum for the Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

Subject: Finding pursuant to section 204(a) 
of the Sugar Act of 1948. as amended 
by the Sugar Act Amendments of 1971. 

In accordance with the recommendation 
of the Conference Report on the Sugar Act 
Amendments of 1971, that the President 
either in 1971 or 1972 use his authority to 
assign deficits to provide additional quotas 
for Costa Rica, Guatemala and Honduras to 
compensate those countries for quotas that 
would have been assigned to them pursuant 
to the Department of Agriculture's emer¬ 
gency request of August 12. 1971 had that 
request not been rescinded on August 18 and 
pursuant to section 204(a) of the Sugar Act 
Amendments of 1948, as amended. I hereby 
determine that it would be in the national 
Interest to give special allocations to Costa 
Rica, Guatemala and Honduras equal to the 
quantities applied for an actually delivered 
to the United States, whether or not all of 
the quantities would have qualified for in¬ 
creased quotas, had the emergency action 
not been rescinded. 

You are directed to take the necessary 
steps to allocate deficits in accordance with 
this finding.

By virtue of the authority vested in the 
Secretary of Agriculture by the Act, Part 
811 of this chapter is hereby amended 
by amending §§ 811.11, 811.12, and 811.13 
as follows: 

1. Section 811.11 is amended by 
amending paragraph (a) (2) to read as 
follows: 


§ 811.11 Quotas for domestic areas. 

(a)(1) • • • 

(2) It is hereby determined pursuant 
to section 204(a) of the Act that for 
the calendar year 1972 the Domestic 
Beet Sugar Area and Puerto Rico will be 
unable by 239,667 and 650,000 short tons, 
raw value, respectively, to fill the quotas 
established for such areas in subpara¬ 
graph (1) of this paragraph. Pursuant to 
section 204(b) of the Act the determina¬ 
tion of such deficits shall not affect the 
quotas established in subparagraph (1) 
of this paragraph.

2. Section 811.12 is amended to read 
as follows: 

§811.12 Proration and allocation of 
deficits in quota*. 

(a) Of the domestic deficits deter¬ 
mined in § 811.11(a)(2), totaling 889,667 
short tons, raw value, a quantity of 
789.667 tons representing deficits in the 
quotas of the Domestic Beet Sugar Area 
and Puerto Rico of 239,667 and 550,000 
tons, respectively, were previously deter¬ 
mined, allocated and prorated in this 
Part 811. An additional deflcit is herein 
determined in the quota for Puerto Rico 
of 100,000 short tons, raw value, and is 
herein prorated and allocated pursuant 
to section 204(a) of the Act, by allocat¬ 
ing 30.08 percent or 30,08 short tons, 
raw value, to the Republic of the Philip¬ 
pines, by allocating 21.807. 17,950, and 
4,415 short tons, raw value, of the deflcit 
to Costa Rica. Guatemala, and Hondu¬ 
ras, respectively, in accordance with a 
Presidential Memorandum dated Janu¬ 
ary 31, 1972, and by prorating the re¬ 
mainder of the deficit totaling 25,748 
short tons, raw value, to Western Hemi¬ 
sphere countries named in section 202(c) 
(3) (A) of the Act on the basis of quotas 
determined pursuant to section 202 of 
the Act. 

(b) In establishing deficit prorations 
herein for Western Hemisphere coun¬ 
tries consideration has been given to the 
purchase of U.S. agricultural commodi¬ 
ties by such countries, by determining 
that the value of U.S. agricultural ex¬ 
ports to each such country exceeded the 
total net receipts f.a.s. port of shipment 
derived from the sale of sugar from defi¬ 
cit prorations imported from each such 
country during the most recent 12- 
month period for which data are avail¬ 
able. Each foreign country which is un¬ 
able to fill its quota including its deficit 
proration has the responsibility to notify 
the Secretary the extent of and reasons 
for such shortfall. 

3. Section 811.13 is amended by 
amending paragraphs (b) and (c) to 
read as follows: 
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§811.13 Quotas for foreign countries. 
* • • • • 

(b) For the calendar year 1972, the 
quota for the Republic of the Philippines 
is 1,393,632 short tons, raw value, repre¬ 
senting 1,126,020 short tons, established 
pursuant to section 202 of the Act and 
267,612 short tons established pursuant 
to section 204 of the Act. Of the quan¬ 
tity of 1,126,020 short tons established 
pursuant to section 202 of the Act, only 
59,920 short tons, raw value, may be

filled by direct-con sumption sugar pur¬ 
suant to section 207(d) of the Act. 

(c) For the calendar year 1972, the 
prorations to individual foreign coun¬

Notice was published in the February 2, 
1972, issue of the Federal Register (37 
F.R. 2515 ) regarding a proposal to amend 
Subpart—Administrative Rules and 

Regulations (7 CFR 982.432-982.471) 
operative pursuant to the marketing 
agreement, as amended, and Order No. 
982, as amended (7 CFR Part 982; 37 
FR. 588), regulating the handling of 
filberts grown in Oregon and Washing¬ 
ton (hereinafter referred to collectively 
as the “order”). The order is effective 
pursuant to the Agricultural Marketing 
Agreement Act of 1937, as amended (7 
U.S.C. 601-674). 

Recent amendment of the order added 
a new paragraph (d) to § 982.52 which 
provides, in part, that handlers who dis¬ 
pose of a quantity of merchantable fil¬ 
berts, in restricted outlets, in excess of 


their restricted obligation, may transfer 
such excess credits to another handler 
or handlers. This amendment would in¬ 
clude a new § 982.460 in the administra¬ 
tive rules and regulations which would 
prescribe rules and regulations for such 
transfer. 

The notice afforded interested persons 
an opportunity to submit written data, 
views, or arguments with respect to the 
proposal. None were submitted within 
the prescribed time. 

After consideration of all relevant mat¬ 
ter presented, including that in the no¬ 
tice, the information and recommenda¬ 
tions submitted by the Control Board, 
and other available information, it is 
found that this action is necessary to 
prescribe rules and regulations appli¬ 
cable to the transfer of excess restricted 
credits in order to enable handlers to 
utilize the benefits of this provision, and 
this amendment, as hereinafter set forth, 
will tend to effectuate the declared 
policy of the act. 

Therefore, Subpart—Administ ra tive 
Rules and Regulations is amended as 
follows: 

A new § 982.460 is added to Subpart— 
Administrative Rules and Regulations (7 
CFR 982.432-982.471) to read: 

§ 982.460 Transfer of excess restricted 
credits* 

(a) Notification. Each handler having 
excess restricted credits who wants to 
transfer all or a portion thereof to an¬ 
other handler or handlers, may notify 
the Board accordingly. The Board shall 
make available to all handlers such in¬ 
formation on a weekly basis. 

(b) Application. Each handler who 
has excess restricted credits which he 
desires to transfer to another handler 
may submit such a request to the Board 
on FCB Form 10. This form shall in¬ 
clude: (1) The name and signature of 
the handler requesting the transfer: (2) 
the name and signature of the designated 
handler to whom the transfer is to be 
made; (3) the amount of excess re¬ 
stricted credits to be transferred: and 
(4) such other information as may be 
needed by the Board to enable the Board 
to effect the requested transfer of the 
excess restricted credits. 

(c) Transfer. The Board shall transier 
the requested amount of the excess re¬ 
stricted credits from one handler to a 
designated handler upon receipt of a 
completed FCB Form 10 together with 
such information as may be required by 
tills section. 

It is found that good cause exists for 
not postponing the effective time of tne 
action until 30 days after publication m 
the Federal Register (5 U.S.C. 553. 
that: (1) Most of the in-shell filberts 
have been marketed and handlers mu. 
either export or shell filberts to me 
their restricted obligations, and handlers 
should be able to avail themselves 
promptly of these procedures as some 
handlers have limited export and shell¬ 
ing facilities and could meet their re¬ 
stricted obligation by transfer of excess 

restricted credits; (2) handlers are aware 

of this action and need no addition* 
time to prepare for it; (3) no addition* 
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regulations are being imposed since han¬ 
dlers will now have another method of 
meeting their restricted obligation; and 
(4) no useful purpose would be served by 
postponing the effective time of this ac¬ 
tion later than publication in the Fed¬ 
eral Register.

PART 43—LAST RESORT HOUSING 
REPLACEMENT BY DISPLACING 
AGENCY UNDER THE UNIFORM 
RELOCATION ASSISTANCE AND 
REAL PROPERTY ACQUISITION 
POLICIES ACT OF 1970 

The purpose of these criteria and pro¬ 
cedures is to prescribe, for all Federal 
and State agencies that cause residential 
displacement in the administration of 
direct Federal or federally assisted proj¬ 
ects, the criteria and procedures for the 
implementation of section 206(a) of the 
Uniform Relocation Assistance and Real 
Property Acquisition Policies Act of 1970. 

On October 28. 1971 (36 F.R. 20700). 
the Department first published these 
criteria for public comment as a notice 
of proposed rule making. The Depart¬ 
ment has now considered all comments 
received and promulgates these final 
criteria and procedures to be effective 
upon publication in the Federal Regis¬ 
ter. Principal changes and the Depart¬ 
ment’s response to significant comments 
are set’ forth below. 

Several comments stated that section 
206(a) vests primary decision-making 
authority in the case of federally assisted 
projects, as well as direct Federal proj¬ 
ects, in the Federal funding agency 
rather than the displacing agency. The 
Department does not agree with this in¬ 
terpretation. The scheme of the Act and 
several explicit statements in House Re¬ 
port 91-1656 (91st Cong., Second session, 
December 2, 1970) indicate an intent of 
the Congress that in the case of federally 
assisted projects the references to “Fed¬ 
eral agency” in section 206(a) should be 
read as “State agency” (see, e.g., pp. 16 
and 18). 

Nevertheless, Federal agencies are not 
without necessary authority to assure 
that the intent of the Act is followed 
by State displacing agencies. Federal 
agendas may not approve applications 
for assistance unless satisfied that the 
State agency has provided satisfactory 
assurances as required by section 210 of 
the Act. Moreover, if at any time during 
execution of a project the Federal fund¬ 
ing agency determines that comparable 
replacement housing is not available as 
required by the Act (see, e.g., sections 
205(c) (3) and 206(b)), it may take ap¬ 
propriate action to assure protection of 
the rights of all persons displaced or 
scheduled to be displaced. 

Several comments urged that the invo¬ 
cation of section 206(a) be mandatory, 
because persons might otherwise be dis¬ 
placed even though no replacement 
housing was available. Such comments 
misunderstand the nature of section 
206(a), which, though not by its terms 
mandatory, must be read in the context 
of other sections of the Act. Adequate 
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protection to displaced persons is pro¬ 
vided under sections 205(c)(3) (com¬ 
parable replacement housing must be 
available to displaced persons a reason¬ 
able time prior to displacement), 210 
(no federally assisted project may be ap¬ 
proved without adequate assurances, in¬ 
ter alia, that the State agency will meet 
the requirements of section 205(c)(3)), 
and 206(b) (no displacement permitted 
unless replacement housing is available). 
None of these sections is discretionary. 
Whenever the necessary relocation hous¬ 
ing is unavailable, and cannot be made 
available by other means, including the 
use of section 215 loans, there are gen¬ 
erally only three options available: (1) 
Stop, reject, or abandon the project; (2) 
revise the project to reduce displace¬ 
ment; or (3) use project funds under 
section 206(a) to provide the needed 
housing. 

It was decided not to expand the re¬ 
quirement for inventories of relocation 
needs and resources. The Act’s above- 
cited protections of persons to be dis¬ 
placed, particularly section 206(b), com¬ 
pel displacing agencies to be sensitive to 
the need for additional relocation hous¬ 
ing. In this regard, the Office of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget Guidelines require that 
no agency may proceed with any phase 
of a project without a current survey and 
analysis of available replacement hous¬ 
ing by the displacing agency which takes 
into account competing demands for 
such housing. Under these criteria imple¬ 
menting section 206(a), if at any time it 
appears that such housing may not be 
available to satisfy the requirements of 
the Act the inventory of needs and re¬ 
sources becomes mandatory. Such an in¬ 
ventory could also be required prior to 
project approval, and agencies such as 
HUD do have such a requirement. But 
this is more appropriately left to each 
Federal agency’s overall relocation regu¬ 
lations, rather than imposed under these 
criteria and procedures for section 
206(a). 

The provisions concerning member¬ 
ship of the Advisory Committee (§43.7 
(b)) have been revised to urge inclusion 
of representatives of affected residents 
to be displaced, as well as to make clear 
that representatives of groups knowl¬ 
edgeable concerning problems of housing 
discrimination should also be included. 
Such membership could, of course, be 
made mandatory at the option of each 
Federal agency implementing these cri¬ 
teria and procedures. 

Several comments found the applica¬ 
bility of Federal equal opportunity pro¬ 
visions either unclear or inadequate. 
The fullest applicability was intended. 
Changes have been made in §§ 43.5, 43.7, 
43.8, 43.9. and 43.16 to make it clear that 
equal opportunity requirements apply 
throughout the implementation of these 
criteria and procedures. Agencies and 
persons seeking guidance concerning af¬ 
firmative action to meet fair housing 
requirements may consult HUD’s Affirm¬ 
ative Fair Housing Marketing Regula¬ 
tions, 24 CFR Part 200, 37 F.R. 75 (Janu¬ 
ary 5.1972) to become effective February 
25.1972. 

References to the National Environ¬ 
mental Policy Act of 1969 have been 

18, 1972 
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added to §§ 43.5, 43.7, and 43.8 to clarify 
the applicability of this new and impor¬ 
tant law. 

A sentence has been added to § 43.7 
encouraging the employment of project 
area residents, and the use of small and 
minority businesses, and firms located 
in or near the project area Executive 
Order 11625 prescribes arrangements for 
developing and coordinating National 
programs for minority business enter¬ 
prises. With respect to projects receiving 
HUD assistance, of course, such a pro¬ 
vision is mandatory under section 3 of 
the Housing and Urban Development Act 
of 1968, as amended. Proposed regula¬ 
tions on Employment Opportunities for 
Lower Income Persons in Connection 
with Assisted Projects, implementing 
section 3, were published in the Federal 
Register for comment on June 18, 1971 
(24 CFR Part 76, 36 F.R. 11744). The 
effective regulations are currently being 
prepared for final publication in the 
Federal Register. 

A number of comments urged inclu¬ 
sion of a requirement for coordination 
among all Federal and State agencies 
competing for replacement housing re¬ 
sources, or at least a provision for de¬ 
ciding what specific relocation housing 
resources each agency may use. This is a 
legitimate concern, but it was the opinion 
of the Office of Management and Budget 
and the agencies consulted during the 
development of the procedures not to go 
further than the requirement in § 43.5 
(c). It is expected that the revised OMB 
guidelines will provide for coordination 
of planned relocation activities at the 
Federal and local level, in recognition 
of the fact that coordination is impera¬ 
tive for any meaningful implementation 
of the Act. This Department’s imple¬ 
menting procedures will require that its 
program participants take competing de¬ 
mands into consideration. 

Additional changes were made to clar¬ 
ify that: (1) In the case of federally 
assisted projects, funds used under sec¬ 
tion 206(a) are subject to section 211 of 
the Act (§43.6); (2) the Replacement 
Housing Plan pursuant to section 206(a) 
shall specify the location of the housing 
to be provided (§ 43.7); (3) for the pur¬ 
poses of § 43.7, displacing agencies may 
not divide their total need for last resort 
housing into packages of 25 units or less 
(§ 43.8(d)); (4) if time permits, an 
amended or modified housing plan should 
be resubmitted for review and comment 
(§43.8); and (5) necessary relocation 
housing may be provided by rehabilita¬ 
tion, as well as new construction 
(§43.11). 

Where appropriate, citations have 
been made to HUD and other standards, 
procedures and requirements. Informa¬ 
tion on minimum property standa rds, 
HUD project selection criteria, and HUD 
regulations and procedures implement¬ 
ing Civil Rights and other Acts and Exec¬ 
utive orders cited in § 43.16, are available 
from each HUD Area or Insuring Office. 
A list of the Area and Insuring Offices is 
appended to these regulations. 

The Secretary has determined that in 
view of the urgency for these criteria to 


implement section 206(a) of the Act, 
good cause exists for making this Part 43 
effective upon publication in the Federal 
Register without delay.

§ 43.1 Purpose. 

It is the purpose of this part to set 
forth uniform criteria and procedures 
for the implementation of section 206 
(a), which shall be applied and adminis¬ 
tered to promote the purposes and poli¬ 
cies of the Uniform Relocation Assist¬ 
ance and Real Property Acquisition Poli¬ 
cies Act of 1970 (84 Stat. 1894). 

§ 43.2 Legislative authority. 

The legislative authority is pursuant 
to section 206(a) of the Uniform Re¬ 
location Assistance and Real Property 
Acquisition Policies Act of 1970 (84 Stat. 
1894). 

§ 43.3 Applicability. 

Pursuant to paragraph 4 of the Presi¬ 
dent’s memorandum of January 4, 1971, 
to the heads of departments and agen¬ 
cies concerning the Uniform Relocation 
and Real Property Acquisition Policies 
Act of 1970, these criteria and procedures 
are applicable to all Federal and State 
agencies administering Federal projects 
causing residential displacement. 

§ 43.4 Definitions. 

For purposes of this part the following 
definitions shall apply: 

(a) “Federal agency” means any de¬ 
partment, agency or instrumentality in 
the executive branch of the U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment (except the National Capital 
Housing Authority), any wholly owned 
Government corporation (except the 
District of Columbia Redevelopment 
Land Agency) and the Architect of the 
Capitol, the Federal Reserve Banks and 
branches thereof. 


(b) “State” means any of the sev¬ 
eral States of the United States, the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, the Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico, any territory or posses¬ 
sion of the United States, the Trust Ter¬ 
ritory of the Pacific Islands, or any polit¬ 
ical subdivision thereof. 

(c) “State agency” means the Na¬ 
tional Capital Housing Authority, the 
District of Columbia Redevelopment 
Land Agency, and any department, 
agency, or instrumentality of a State 
or of a political subdivision of a State, or 
any department, agency, or instrumen¬ 
tality of two or more States or of two or 
more political subdivisions of a State 
or States. 

(d) “Federal financial assistance’ 
means a grant, loan or contribution pro¬ 
vided by the United States, except any 
Federal guarantee or insurance, and any 
annual payment or capital loan to the ! 
District of Columbia. 

(e) “Displacing agency” means a Fed¬ 
eral agency in the case of a direct Fed¬ 
eral project causing displacement, and a 
State agency in the case of a project re¬ 
ceiving Federal financial assistance and 
causing displacement. 

(f) “Federal project” means any di¬ 
rect Federal project or any project re- 
ceving Federal financial assistance. 

(g) “HUD” means the Area Office (or. 
where none exists, the Regional Office of 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development). 

§ 43.5 Determination that section 206(a) 
may be utilized. 

The Act requires: That displacing 
agencies provide assurance that within 
a reasonable period of time prior to dis¬ 
placement adequate replacement hous¬ 
ing will be available for those to be dis¬ 
placed; that they provide current ana 
continuing information on the avau- 
ability, prices, and rentals of comparable 
replacement housing; and that no per¬ 
son may be displaced unless adequate 
replacement housing is available to sue 
person. Whenever in connection with in 
planning, development, or execution of a

§ 13.6 Determination to use project 
funds under .section 206(a). 

If the analysis undertaken in accord¬ 
ance with § 43.5 indicates that adequate 
replacement housing is not or will not 
be available to satisfy the requirements 
of the Act, the head of the displacing 
agency may make a determination to use 
project funds under section 206(a) to 
provide such necessary replacement 
housing. In the case of a federally as¬ 
sisted project, the displacing agency 
shall secure prior approval for such use 
of project funds under section 206(a) 
from the Federal agency providing fi¬ 
nancial assistance for the project. In the 
case of a federally assisted project, the 
funds used to provide housing under 
section 206(a) shall be treated in the 
same manner as other costs of relocation 
payments and assistance and shall be 
subject to the provisions of section 211 
of the Act with respect to Federal-local 
cost sharing.

of the displacing agency elects to develop 
the replacement housing plan, he shall 
appoint an advisory committee which 
shall consult with and provide advice and 
assistance to the displacing agency in the 
development of the plan. The advisory 
committee shall include representatives 
of the following: The displacing agency; 
the chief executive officer of the jurisdic¬ 
tion in which displacement will occur; 
and State and local agencies knowledge¬ 
able regarding housing in the area, in¬ 
cluding but not limited to the local hous¬ 
ing authority, the local redevelopment 
agency and the centralized relocation 
agency, if any. In addition, the commit¬ 
tee should include representatives of 
other appropriate public (e.g., local and 
areawide planning agencies), and pri¬ 
vate groups knowledgeable regarding 
housing and the problems of housing dis¬ 
crimination, as well as representatives 
of affected residents to be displaced. The 
failure of any person to particiapte on 
the committee shall not preclude the 
committee from satisfying the require¬ 
ments of this section. 

(c) Replacement housing plan devel¬ 
oped by an agency other than displacing 
agency. If the head of the displacing 
agency elects not to develop a replace¬ 
ment housing plan under paragraph (b) 
of this section, he shall engage a State 
or local housing agency, or other agency 
or organization having experience in the 
administration or conduct of housing 
programs to develop the replacement 
housing plan. In such case, the head of 
the displacing agency shall appoint an 
advisory committee to work with the 
agency or organization so engaged. The 
advisory committee shall be constituted 
and shall function as under the provi¬ 
sions of paragraph <b) of this section. 

(d> Provision of housing by head of 
displacing agency—25 units or less. If 
the total need for replacement housing 
to be provided under section 206(a) by 
a single project (or in the case of joint 
development under § 43.14, by sev¬ 
eral projects), is for 25 units or less, 
the head of the displacing agency may 
plan and provide such housing without 
the assistance of an advisory committee 
or a housing or other agency pursuant to 
paragraph ib) or paragraph (c) of this 
section. The head of the displacing 
agency undertaking such activities’shall 
be guided by the HUD project selection 
criteria (24 CFR Part 200. 36 F.R. 203, 
January 7, 1972) and minimum property 
standards for comparable Federal hous¬ 
ing programs and shall comply with the 
policies, requirements and procedures 
specified in § 43.16. 

(e) Consultation. From the inception 
of the replacement housing plan and 
continuing during the course of its de¬ 
velopment in accordance with this part, 
the agency developing the plan shall con¬ 
sult with HUD (or the Farmers Home 
Administration, where appropriate) and 
with the residents to be displaced or their 
representatives. 

(f) Use of section 215 for planning 
and other preliminary expenses. Consid¬ 
eration should be given to the opportu¬ 
nities for stimulating the development 
of the required supply of housing 
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through the use of seed money loans for 
planning and other preliminary expenses 
under section 215 of the Act (84 Stat. 
1901). 

§ 43.8 Subrnb^ion of replacement hous¬ 
ing plan for comment. 

The head of the displacing agency 
shall submit any replacement housing 
plan developed in accordance with § 43.7 
(b) or (c) to HUD (or the Farmers 
Home Administration, where appro¬ 
priate) and the Regional and State 
Clearinghouse designated pursuant to 
OMB Circular A-95. HUD (or the Farm¬ 
ers Home Administration, where appro¬ 
priate) shall review and comment on the 
plan with respect to plan feasibility, proj¬ 
ect selection, minimum property stand¬ 
ards, environmental standards and im¬ 
pact, compatibility with local and area- 
wide housing plans (provided that such 
plans are in compliance with the author¬ 
ities cited in § 43.16) and compliance 
with the Civil Rights Acts and Executive 
orders specified in § 43.16. The Re¬ 
gional and State Cleax*inghouse shall re¬ 
view and comment on the plan with 
respect to its compatibility with the 
area wide housing plan or strategy de¬ 
veloped or being developed by the Re¬ 
gional Planning Agency. HUD (or the 
Farmers Home Administration, where 
appropriate) and the Regional and State 
Clearinghouse shall review the plan and 
submit their comments to the displacing 
agency within 30 calendar days after re¬ 
ceipt of the plan. 

§ 43.9 Determination by displacing 
agency of feasibility and compliance. 

Upon receipt and consideration of the 
comments on the plan, or passage of the 
30-day review period provided in § 43.8. 
without receiving any comments, the dis¬ 
placing agency shall determine: <a) 
Whether the plan is feasible; (b> 
whether it complies with (1) Federal 
standards and regulations with respect 
to HUD project selection criteria (except 
criteria six. seven and eight) (24 CFR 
Part 200, 36 F.R. 203, January 7. 1972) 
and minimum property standards, (2) 
environmental standards and procedures, 
and (3) the dwelling and relocation 
standards. Civil Rights Acts and Execu¬ 
tive orders specified in § 43.16; and (c) 
whether the plan is compatible with local 
housing plans and the areawide housing 
plan or strategy (provided such plans 
and strategies are in compliance with the 
authorities cited in § 43.16). If any of the 
above determinations by the displacing 
agency is negative, the displacing agency 
(taking into consideration any com¬ 
ments received in connection with the re¬ 
views provided in § 43.8) shall revise the 
Plan as necessary. Unless time does not 
permit, any substantial modifications in 
the plan, except those made in accord 
with such comments, should be submit¬ 
ted for review and comment as provided 
in § 43.8. If necessary for the timely im¬ 
plementation of the plan or execution of 
the project, the head of the displacing 
agency may shorten the time allowed for 
review and comment to some reasonable 
period less than that provided in § 43.8. 
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Whenever an amended plan is resubmit¬ 
ted for review and comment, a copy may 
also be provided to the advisory com¬ 
mittee for simultaneous review. 

§ 43.10 Approval of plan by Federal 
agency. 

In the case of a federally assisted 
project, the head of the displacing 
agency shall secure approval of the re¬ 
placement housing plan from the Federal 
agency providing financial assistance for 
the project, before proceeding with the 
implementation of the plan. 

§ 43.11 Implementation of the replace¬ 
ment liouaing plan. 

Upon making the determinations re¬ 
quired by § 43.9, and securing approval 
where required by § 43.10, the head of 
the displacing agency may expend proj¬ 
ect funds and take such other actions as 
necessary to provide, rehabilitate, or 
construct replacement housing pursuant 
to the approved replacement housing 
plan through methods including but not 
limited to the following: 

(a) Transfer of project funds to State 
and local housing agencies; 

(b) Transfer of project funds to HUD 
or the Farmers Home Administration; 

(c) Contract with nonprofit or for- 
profit organizations experienced in the 
development of housing; 

(d) Interest subsidy payments; 

(e) Direct construction by the displac¬ 
ing agency. 

Whenever practicable, the head of the 
displacing agency shall utilize the serv¬ 
ices of Federal, State, or local housing 
agencies, or other agencies having ex¬ 
perience in the administration or con¬ 
duct of similar housing programs. 

§ 43.12 Housing production. 

The head of the displacing agency shall 
monitor the production of the replace¬ 
ment housing to assure that it is in ac¬ 
cordance with the replacement housing 
plan and in compliance with Federal 
standards and regulations with respect 
to project selection, minimum property 
standards and with the Civil Rights Acts 
and Executive orders specified in § 43.16. 

§43.13 Advice and technical assistance* 
by HUD and other Fedcrul agencies. 

Throughout the entire planning, de¬ 
velopment, and implementation process, 
the HUD Area or Insuring Office Direc¬ 
tor shall provide the displacing agency 
with advice, technical assistance, and 
general information as needed. HUD 
shall also review pending applications for 
housing subsidy assistance or mortgage 
insurance to determine the effect on any 
estimated replacement housing deficit 
and keep the displacing agency advised 
as applications are received or com¬ 
mitments are made that are likely to 
affect any estimated deficit. Where ap¬ 
propriate, the Farmers Home Admin¬ 
istration ~ shall provide the displacing 
agency with similar assistance. 

§ 43.14 Aggregate homing under jointly 
financed programs. 

Where several agencies are administer¬ 
ing programs resulting in residential 
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displacement, opportunities shall be 
sought out for joint development and 
financing in order to aggregate their re¬ 
sources to provide replacement housing 
in sufficient quantity to satisfy the ag¬ 
gregate needs of such programs. 

§ 43.15 Displaced person not required 
to accept replacement dwelling in 
lieu of acquisition payment and sup- 
pi omental payment. 

No agency may require a displaced 
person, without his written consent, to 
accept a dwelling provided by such agen¬ 
cy under section 206(a) in lieu of his 
acquisition payment, if any, for the real 
property from which he is displaced or 
the supplemental payment for which he 
may be eligible under sections 203 and 
204 of the Act (84 Stat. 1896 and 1897). 

§ 43.16 Conformity with the Act and 
other statutes, policies and proce¬ 
dures. 

(a) Civil Rights and other Acts and 
Executive orders. The administration of 
this part shall be in conformity with the 
provisions of section 1 of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1866 (42 U.S.C. 1982), title VI 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, title VHI 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1968, the Na¬ 
tional Environmental Policy Act of 1969, 
Executive Orders 11063,11246, and 11625, 
and regulations issued pursuant thereto. 

(b) Dwelling and relocation standards. 
Determinations made pursuant to § 43.5 
and any plan developed and implemented 
for providing replacement housing under 
section 206(a) and all such housing pro¬ 
vided thereunder shall be in conformity 
with all relocation regulations, stand¬ 
ards, and guidelines of the Federal 
agency providing the project funds. Final 
determination of conformity with such 
regulations, standards, and guidelines 
shall be made by the head of the Federal 
agency providing project funds.

§ 215.1 Purpose and scope. 

This part establishes uniform Depart¬ 
ment of Defense policies, assigns respon¬ 
sibilities, and furnishes general guidance 
for utilizing DOD military and civilian 
personnel, facilities, equipment or sup¬ 
plies: 

(a) In support of civil authorities dur¬ 
ing civil disturbances within the 50 
States, District of Columbia, Common¬ 
wealth of Puerto Rico, U.S. possessions 
and territories, or any political subdivi¬ 
sion thereof. 

(b) In other related instances where 
military resources may be used to protect 
life or Federal property or to prevent 
disruption of Federal functions. 

§215.2 Applicability. 

This part is applicable to all compo¬ 
nents of the Department of Defense (the 
Military Departments, Organization of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Defense Agen¬ 
cies. and the unified and specified com¬ 
mands) having cognizance over military 
resources which may be utilized in ac¬ 
cordance with the policies set forth 
herein.

(a) Civil disturbances are group acts 
of violence and disorders prejudicial to 
public law and order within the 50 States, 
District of Columbia, Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico, U.S. possessions and terri¬ 
tories, or any political subdivision 
thereof. The term civil disturbance in¬ 
cludes all domestic conditions requiring 
the use of Federal armed forces pursuant 
to the provisions of chapter 15 of title 
10, United States Code. 

(b) Federal property is that property 
which is owned, leased, possessed, or 
occupied by the Federal Government. 

(c) Military resources include military 
and civilian personnel, facilities, equip¬ 
ment, and supplies under the control of 
a DOD component. 

(d) A Federal function is any func¬ 
tion, operation, or action carried out 


under the laws of the United States by 
any department, agency, or instrumen¬ 
tality of the United States or by an 
officer or employee thereof. 

§ 215.4 Legal consideration*. 

(a) Under the Constitution and laws 
of the United States, the protection of 
life and property and the maintenance of 
public order are primarily the responsi¬ 
bilities of State and local governments, 
which have the necessary authority to 
enforce the laws. The Federal Govern¬ 
ment may assume this responsibility and 
this authority only in certain limited 
instances. 

(b) Aside from the constitutional lim¬ 
itations of the power of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment at the local level, there are ad¬ 
ditional legal limits upon the use of mili¬ 
tary forces within the United States. The 
most important of these from a civil 
disturbance standpoint is the Posse 
Comitatus Act (18 U.S.C. 1385), which 
prohibits the use of any part of the Army 
or the Air Force to execute or enforce 
the laws, except as authorized by the 
Constitution or Act of Congress. 

(c) The Constitution and Acts of 
Congress establish six exceptions, gen¬ 
erally applicable within the entire ter¬ 
ritory of the United States, to which the 
Posse Comitatus Act prohibition does not 
apply. 

(1) The constitutional exceptions are 
two in number and are based upon the 
inherent legal right of the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment—a soverign national entity under 
the Federal Constitution—to insure the 
preservation of public order and the car¬ 
rying out of governmental operations 
within its territorial limits, by force if 
necessary. 

(1) The emergency authority . Au¬ 
thorities prompt and vigorous Federal 
action, including use of military forces, 
to prevent loss of life or wanton destruc¬ 
tion of property and to restore govern¬ 
mental functioning and public order 
when sudden and unexpected civil dis¬ 
turbances, disasters, or calamities se¬ 
riously endanger life and property and 
disrupt normal governmental functions 
to such an extent that duly constituted 
local authorities are unable to control 
the situations. 

(ii) Protection of Federal property 
and functions . Authorizes Federal ac¬ 
tion, including the use of military forces, 
to protect Federal property and Federal 
governmental functions when the need 
for protection exists and duly consti¬ 
tuted local authorities are unable or 
decline to provide adequate protection. 

(2) There are four exceptions to the 
Posse Comitatus Act based on Acts of 
Congress. 

(i) In the cases of each of the first 
three of those described, (a), (5), and 

(c) of this subdivision, personal Presi¬ 
dential action, including the issuance of 
a proclamation calling upon insurgents 
to disperse and retire peaceably within a 
limited time, is a prerequisite. 

(a) 10 U.S.C. 331. Authorizes use of 
tlie militia and Armed Forces when a 
State is unable to control domestic vio¬ 
lence, and a request for Federal assist¬ 
ance has been made by the State 
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legislature or governor to the President. 
Implements Article IV, section 4, of the 
Constitution. 

(b) 10 U.S.C . 332. Authorizes use of 
the militia and Armed Forces to enforce 
Federal law when unlawful obstructions 
or rebellion against the authority of the 
United States renders ordinary enforce¬ 
ment means unworkable. Implements 
Article H, section 3, of the Constitution. 

(c) 10 U.S.C. 333. Authorizes use of 
the militia and Armed Forces when do¬ 
mestic violence or conspiracy hinders 
execution of State or Federal law, and 
a State cannot or will not protect the 
constitutional rights of the citizens. Im¬ 
plements Article n, section 3, and the 
14th Amendment of the Constitution. 

( a) House Joint Resolution 1292, 
June 6, 1968. 1 Directs all departments of 
the Government, upon the request of the 
Secret Service, to assist that Service in 
carrying out its statutory duties to pro¬ 
tect Government officials and major po¬ 
litical candidates from physical harm. 
Assistance to the Secret Service is gov¬ 
erned by DOD Directive 3025.13, “Em¬ 
ployment of Department of Defense Re¬ 
sources in Support of the United States 
Secret Service,“July 15,1968.” 

<ii) It should be noted that none of 
the above authorities, in and of itself, 
provides sufficient legal basis to order 
members of the Reserve components to 
active Federal service. 

§ 215.5 Policies. 

(a) The employment of DOD military 
resources for assistance to civil authori¬ 
ties in controlling civil disturbances will 
normally be predicated upon the issuance 
of a Presidential Executive order or 
Presidential directive authorizing and di¬ 
recting the Secretary of Defense to pro¬ 
vide for the restoration of law and order 
in a specific State or locality. Exceptions 
to this condition will be limited to: 

(1) Cases of sudden and unexpected 
emergencies as described in § 215.4(c) (1) 
(i), which require that immediate mili¬ 
tary action be taken. 

(2) Providing military resources to 
civil authorities as prescribed in § 215.9 
of this part. 

(b) The Attorney General of the 
United States has been designated to re¬ 
ceive and coordinate preliminary re¬ 
quests from States for Federal military 
assistance authorized by 10 U.S.C. 331 
(§ 215.4(c) (2) (i) (a)). Formal requests 
from States for such aid will be made to 
the President, who will determine what 
Federal action will be taken. 

(c) The Secretary of the Army is dele¬ 
gated any and all of the authority of the 
President under chapter 15 of title 10, 
U.S.C. (§ 215.4(c) (2) (i) (a), (b), and 
(c)) which has been or may be hereafter 
delegated by the President to the Secre¬ 
tary of Defense. 


(d) The Secretary of the Navy and 
the Secretary of the Air Force are dele¬ 
gated all that authority which has been 
or may be hereafter delegated by the 
President to the Secretary of Defense 
to order to active duty, units and mem¬ 
bers of the Reserve Components under 
their respective jurisdictions, except Na¬ 
tional Guard units and members, for use 
pursuant to chapter 15 of title 10, U.S.C. 
(§ 215.4(c) (21 (i) (a). (b). and (c)). 

(e) DOD components and their subor¬ 
dinate activities will coordinate with lo¬ 
cal civil authorities or local military 
commanders as appropriate, to assure 
mutual understanding of the policies and 
procedures to be adhered to in an actual 
or anticipated civil disturbance situation. 

(f) DOD civilian employees generally 
should not be used to assist civil au¬ 
thorities in connection with civil dis¬ 
turbances, except as provided for in 
§ 215.9(b)(3). 

(g) The prepositioning of more than 
a battalion-sized unit, as authorized in 
5 215.6(a)(6), will be undertaken only 
with the approval of the President. Re¬ 
quests for the prepositioning of forces 
will be addressed to the Attorney General.

§ 215.6 Responsibilities. 

(a) The Secretary of the Army is des¬ 
ignated as the Executive Agent for the 
Department of Defense in all matters 
pertaining to the planning for, and the 
deployment and employment of military 
resources in the event of civil disturb¬ 
ances. As DOD Executive Agent, the Sec¬ 
retary of the Army (or the Under Sec¬ 
retary of the Army, as his designee) is 
responsible for: 

(1) Providing policy and direction 
concerning plans, procedures, and re¬ 
quirements to all DOD components hav¬ 
ing cognizance over military resources 
which may be employed under the provi¬ 
sions of this part. 

(2) Improving and evaluating the 
capabilities of the National Guard to 
deal with civil disturbances. 

(3) Establishing DOD policies and 
procedures for: (i) Calling the National 
Guard to active Federal service and or¬ 
dering the National Guard and other 
Reserve components to active duty; and 
<ii) the employment of such forces that 
may be required to carry out the purposes 
of this part. 

(4) Calling to active Federal service: 

(i) The Army National Guard units 
or members required to carry out the 
provisions of the Presidential Executive 
order or other appropriate authority. 

(ii) The Air National Guard units or 
members required to carry out the pro¬ 
visions of the Presidential Executive 
order or other appropriate authority, 
subject to the provisions of paragraph 
(c) (I) (i) of this section. 

(5) Providing military resources of the 
U.S. Army, consistent with defense pri¬ 
orities to include: 

(i) The military resources of the Army 
National Guard called to active Federal 
service under the provisions of subpara¬ 
graph (4) (i) of this paragraph. 

(ii) The military resources of the 
Army Reserve (other than Army Na¬ 


tional Guard) ordered to active duty 
to carry out the purposes of this part. 

(6) Exercising through designated 
military commanders the direction of 
military resources committed or assigned 
for employment in the event of actual 
or potential civil disturbances. When cir¬ 
cumstances warrant, such direction will 
include: (i) Alerting, and, if necessary, 
prepositioning predesignated ground 
forces; and (ii) directing the Secretary 
of the Air Force to alert and provide 
the necessary airlift resources (see 
§ 215.5(g)). 

(7) Devising command, control, and 
communications arrangements to insure 
effective coordination and responsiveness 
among Defense agencies, military de¬ 
partments. the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and 
Commanders-in-Chief (CINCs) of uni¬ 
fied and specified commands, under con¬ 
ditions of prepositioning, deployment, or 
employment of military resources. Maxi¬ 
mum utilization will be made of existing 
reports of the Joint Reporting Structure 
(JRS), as prescribed in JCS Pub 6.* Ar¬ 
rangements and reports affecting com¬ 
manders of unified and specified com¬ 
mands will be coordinated with the JCS. 

(8) Promulgating in implementation 
of DOD Directive 5200.27, “Acquisition 
of Information Concerning Persons and 


Organizations not Affiliated with the 
Department of Defense/’ March 1, 1971, 
strict policy guidelines designed to re¬ 
strict to the maximum extent consistent 
with the effective conduct of actual civil 
disturbance operations the collection and 
maintenance of intelligence data in sup¬ 
port of military civil disturbance plan¬ 
ning and operations within the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense. 

(9) Keeping the Secretary of Defense 

informed of unusual military .^source 
requirements (actual or potential) an 
other significant developments in con¬ 
nection with civil disturbance planning 
and operations. .

(e) The Defense agencies are respon¬ 
sible for providing military resources as 
required, and advice and assistance on 
matters within their spheres of respon¬ 
sibility, to the DOD Executive Agent and 
to the Secretaries of the military de¬ 
partments and to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff in the discharge of their respon¬ 
sibilities. 

(f) The Assistant Secretary of De¬ 
fense (Public Affairs) is responsible for 
all DOD public affairs matters related to 
civil disturbances. To assure efficiency 
and responsiveness in keeping the public 
fully informed, he will: 

(1) Provide direction and guidance to 
the DOD Executive Agent on all aspects 
of public release of information relating 
to civil disturbances. 

(2) Assign Public Affairs representa¬ 
tives. of appropriate rank, to the Direc¬ 
torate of Military Support during civil 
disturbance operations. 

(3) Designate as required on-site DOD 
Public Affairs Chiefs who will furnish 
appropriate advice and guidance to task 
force commanders and, upon request or 
by direction of appropriate authorities, 
to other representatives of the Federal 
Government. The on-site Public Affairs 
Chief is responsible for releasing all mili¬ 
tary information to the public in the 
affected area(s). He will be responsible 
for such other public affairs functions 
as directed by competent authority. In 
the event of a disagreement concerning 
the releasing of military information to 
the public between a task force com¬ 
mander and the on-site Public Affairs 
Chief, the issue wdll be resolved by the 
ASD(PA) who will coordinate with the 
DOD Executive Agent to the extent 
feasible. 

§ 215.7 Command relationships. 

(a) In the event of civil disturbances 
within the CONUS: 

(1) Military resources of the unified 
or specified commands will be trans¬ 
ferred by the JCS to their respective mili¬ 
tary departments, when directed by the 
DOD Executive Agent. (Such resources 
will revert to the unified or specified 
commands when directed by the DOD 
Executive Agent.) 

(2) The DOD Executive Agent is dele¬ 
gated the authority to exercise, through 
the Chief of Staff, U.S. Army, the direc¬ 
tion of those forces assigned or com¬ 
mitted to him by the military depart¬ 
ments. 

(b) In the event of civil disturbances 
outside of CONUS, the DOD Executive 
Agent is delegated the authority to exer¬ 
cise the direction of those forces assigned 
or committed to the commanders of uni¬ 
fied or specified commands through the 
Chief of Staff. U.S. Army, and Task Force 
Commanders designated by JCS. 

(c) At objective areas, designated 
task force commanders will exercise 
operational control over all military 
forces assigned for employment in the 
event of civil disturbances. 

§215.8 Organization anil administra¬ 
tion. 

(a) A DOD Civil Disturbance Steering 
Committee will be established to provide 


advice and assistance to the DOD Execu¬ 
tive Agent concerning civil disturbance 
matters. The Committee Chairman will 
be the Under Secretary of the Army. 
Members will include: 

Deputy Attorney General of the United 
States. 

Assistant Secretaries of Defense (Comp¬ 
troller) and (Public Affairs). 

General Counsel ol the DOD. 

Under Secretaries of the Navy and Air Force. 
Vice Chiefs of Staff of the Army and Air 
Force. 

Vice Chief of Naval Operations and Assistant 
Commandant of the Marine Corps. 
Representative of the JCS. 

< b) A Directorate of Military Support 
(DOMs) will be established by the DOD 
Executive Agent with a joint service staff 
under the Chief of Staff, U.S. Army. The 
Department of the Army will provide the 
Director and the Department of the Air 
Force will provide the Deputy Director. 
The DOMs will plan, coordinate, and di¬ 
rect civil disturbance operations. 

§215.9. Providing military resources to 
civil authorities. 

This section provides general guidance 
for the handling of requests for DOD 
facilities, personnel, equipment, or sup¬ 
plies, received from oflficials of the 50 
States, District of Columbia, Common¬ 
wealth of Puerto Rico, U.S. possessions 
and territories, or any political subdi¬ 
vision thereof, for use in connection With 
civil disturbances. 

(a) Loan policy. Civil authorities, Na¬ 
tional Guard, and Federal agencies will 
be encouraged to provide sufficient re- 
. sources of their own, so as to minimize 
the need to rely on DOD assistance. 

(1) Classification of resources. Mili¬ 
tary resources will be classified into three 
groups, as follows: 

(1) Group One . Personnel, arms, am¬ 
munition, tank-automotive equipment, 
and aircraft. 

(ii) Group Two. Riot control agents, 
concertina wire, and other like military 
equipment to be employed in control tif 
civil disturbances which is not included 
in Group One. 

(iU) Group Three. Firefighting re¬ 
sources (to include operating personnel) ; 
equipment of a protective nature (such 
as masks, helmets, body armor vests) and 
other equipment not included in Group 
One or Two (such as clothing, communi¬ 
cations equipment, searchlights); and 
the use of DOD facilities. 

(2) Requests for personnel to be used 
in a direct law enforcement role are not 
within the purview of this part and must 
be made by the legislature or governor 
of a State in accordance with 10 U.S.C. 
331. Pursuant to the Posse Comitatus 
Act. DOD operating personnel employed 
in connection wdth loaned equipment 
may not be used in a direct law enforce¬ 
ment role. 

(3> Repair parts and POL items are 
classified according to the group of the 
equipment for which the parts or POL 
are intended. 

(b> Approval of requests. (1) Requests 
for Group One military resources may be 
granted only wrtth the personal approval 
of the DOD Executive Agent or, when 
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designated by him for that purpose, the 
Under Secretary of the Army. 

<2> Requests for Group Two military 
resources may be granted only with the 
personal approval of the DOD Executive 
Agent, or the following individuals when 
designated by him for that purpose: (i) 
The Under Secretary of the Army; <ii> 
the Director and Deputy Director of Mil¬ 
itary Support; or ciii) a Task Force Com¬ 
mander employed at an objective area 
during a civil disturbance. 

(3) Requests for Group Three re¬ 
sources may be granted by Secretaries of 
the military departments. CINCs of uni¬ 
fied and specified commands outside 
CONUS; or commanders of military in¬ 
stallations or organizations who have 
been delegated such authority by the 
appropriate Service Secretary or CINC. 

(i) Installation commanders are au¬ 
thorized to provide emergency explosive 
ordnance disposal service in accordance 
with applicable regulations of respective 
military departments. 

<ii) The Director, Defense Supply 
Agency, is authorized to approve requests 
from subordinate agencies for firefight¬ 
ing assistance in connection with civil 
disturbances. Where installation fire de¬ 
partments have mutual aid agreements 
with nearby civil communities, the in¬ 
stallation commander is authorized to 
provide emergency civilian or mixed ci¬ 
vilian/military firefighting assistance. In 
the absence of a mutual aid agreement 
and when it is in the best interest of the 
United States, a commander with Group 
Three approval authority is authorized 
to provide emergency civilian or mixed 
civilian/military assistance in extin¬ 
guishing fires and in preserving life or 
property from fire, within the vicinity 
of an installation. In either case, civilian 
firefighters may be used provided: 

(a) In civil disturbance situations 
where there is significant danger of phys¬ 
ical harm to firefighters, the civilian 
employees volunteer for the assignment. 
(DOD civilian employees acting in this 
volunteer capacity are acting as Federal 
employees.) 

(b) Firefighting equipment will not be 
used for riot control. 

(c) Civil authorities recognize that 
prior to the commitment of Federal 
forces to assist in restoring law’ and 
order, the protection of firefighting crews 
and equipment is the responsibility, in 
ascending order, of municipal, county, 
and State officials. Failure on the part 
of such authorities to recognize this re¬ 
sponsibility and/or to provide adequate 
protection will be grounds for refusal to 
commit installation resources or for 
withdrawal of resources already com¬ 
mitted. 

(4) Requests for Groups One, Two. 
or Three resources, and for renewal of 
outstanding loans, may be denied at any 
level in the chain of command down to 
and including commanders delegated 
Group Three approval authority. 

(c) Processing of requests. (1) All re¬ 
quests will be promptly submitted 
through channels to the appropriate ap¬ 
proving authorities using the format 
established by the DOD Executive Agent. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 

(2> Requests will be forwarded and 
processed in keeping with the degree of 
urgency dictated by the situation. 

(3) Requests received by personnel of 
Defense agencies will be referred to 
local military commanders for proc¬ 
essing, except that DSA subordinate 
agencies will forw’ard requests for fire¬ 
fighting assistance to DSA. 

(4) Request from civil law enforce¬ 
ment agencies for training assistance 
related to the control of civil disturb¬ 
ances will not be approved at the local 
level. Such requests should be referred 
to the nearest U.S. attorney, Department 
of Justice. 

(d) Reporting of requests. (1) Re¬ 
ports of all requests for military re¬ 
sources (approved, denied, or pending) 
will be prepared by all appropriate ap¬ 
proving authorities, using the format 
established by the DOD Executive Agent, 
and forwarded through channels as 
follows: 

(1) To the military department head¬ 
quarters, in the case of requests received 
in the CONUS by the four Services. 

(ii) To the DOD Executive Agent, in 
the case of requests for firefighting as¬ 
sistance received by the Defense Supply 
Agency. 

(iii) To the JCS, in the case of re¬ 
quests received by organizations or in¬ 
stallations over which the commanders 
of the unified and specified commands 
exercise command authority. 

(2) Reports received by the military 
department headquarters and JCS will 
be transmitted to the DOD Executive 
Agent, who, in turn, will transmit infor¬ 
mation copies of all approved requests 
for Groups One and Two military re¬ 
sources to the General Counsel of the 
DOD and the Deputy Attorney General 
of the United States. 

(3) In addition, a weekly summary 
report of all requests will be compiled 
by the DOD Executive Agent, showing 
action taken (approved, denied, or pend¬ 
ing) and submitted to the General Coun¬ 
sel of the DOD. the Assistant Secretary 
of Defense (Installations and Logistics), 
and the Deputy Attorney General of the 
United States. Negative summary re¬ 
ports are required. 

(4) The reporting requirements pre¬ 
scribed herein are assigned Report Con¬ 
trol Symbol DD-A(AR) 1112.

Informal Grievance Procedure 

In F.R. Doc. 71-15157 appearing in 
the Federal Register issue of October 16, 
1971 (36 F.R. 20164), notice was given 
that, pursuant to section 27 of the Mer¬ 
chant Marine Act of 1970, Public Law 
91-469, the Assistant Secretary of Com¬ 
merce for Maritime Affairs had under 
consideration the promulgation of regu¬ 
lations to be followed by all departments 
and agencies having responsibility under 
the Cargo Preference Act of 1954, section 
901 ^b) of the Merchant Marine Act, 1936 
as amended (46 U.S.C. 124Db>), in the 
administration of their programs with 
respect to the Act. The notice set forth 
a proposed rule that would establish an 
informal procedure under which persons 
having a problem arising in connection 
with the administration of the Cargo 
Preference Act of 1954 may promptly ob¬ 
tain advice and assistance. 

Interested persons were given an op¬ 
portunity to participate in the proposed 
rule making through the submission of 
comments. Pursuant to the notice, com¬ 
ments have been received from interested 
persons, and due consideration has been 
given to all relevant material presented. 
J ^ U ., comments ex Pressed agreement 
with the purpose of the proposed regula¬ 
tion. One recommended that a para¬ 
graph designated “(d)” should be added 
at the end of the proposed rule making 
the decision of the Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce for Maritime Affairs or his 
representative final, except in cases aris¬ 
ing after the execution of a contract of 
affreightment or charter which provided 
a procedure for settling disputes. This 


suggestion has merit, but it was not in¬ 
corporated in the rule because of the de¬ 
sire to keep tiie proceedings informal and 
of an advisory nature. 

In consideration of the foregoing, Part 
381, Title 46, Chapter n, Code of Fed¬ 
eral Regulations (36 F.R. 6894, 10739, 
19367, and 19253), is hereby amended by 
adding a new section reading as follows: 

§ 381.6 Informal grievance procedure. 

(a) Whenever any person has a ques¬ 
tion, problem, complaint, grievance, or 
controversy pertaining to the terms and 
conditions of any tenders, charter party 
terms, or other matter involving the ad¬ 
ministration of the Cargo Preference Act 
of 1954. such person may request the 
Maritime Administration to afford him 
an opportunity to discuss the matter in¬ 
formally with representatives of the 
Maritime Administration and. if other 
U.S. Government agencies or foreign 
missions, embassies, or agencies acting on 
behalf of a foreign government are in¬ 
volved with them or persons authorized 
to speak for them. 

(b) In such cases, a request may be 
made by telephone or letter to the Chief. 
Office of Market Development, Maritime 
Administration, Washington, D.C. 20235, 
Area Code 202, phone 967-3325. When 
such a request has been received, the 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce for 
Maritime Affairs or his designated rep¬ 
resentative will promptly consider the 
matter on its merits and provide assist¬ 
ance if possible. If the matter cannot 
be resolved satisfactorily by the Mari¬ 
time Administration, the Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of Commerce for Maritime Affairs 
or his designated representative will 
then arrange for a meeting at a time and 
place satisfactory to all interested par¬ 
ties so that the matter may be freely 
discussed and resolved. 

(c) At such meetings, the Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce for Maritime 
Affairs or his designated representative 
may request any U.S. Government 
agency, foreign mission, embassy, or 
agency acting on behalf of a foreign gov¬ 
ernment. or others having an interest 
in the matter to attend such a confer¬ 
ence, or to send representatives author¬ 
ized to speak for them. All such meet¬ 
ings and conferences will be conducted 
in an informal manner. 

Effective date. This regulation shall 
become effective as of March 1, 1972.

GREEN ASPARAGUS FOR CANNING 
OR FREEZING 1 

Proposed Standards for Grades 

Notice is hereby given that the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture is considering 
the revision of U.S. Standards for Grades 
of Green Asparagus for Canning or 
Freezing (7 CFR 51.4075-51.4085). These 
grade standards are issued under author¬ 
ity of the Agricultural Marketing Act of 
1946 (60 Stat. 1087. as amended; 7 U.S.C. 
1621-1627), which provides for the issu¬ 
ance of official U.S. grades to designate 
different levels of quality for the volun¬ 
tary use of producers, buyers, and con¬ 
sumers. Official grading services are also 
provided under this act upon request of 
any financially interested party and 
upon payment of a fee to cover the cost 
of such services. 

All persons who desire to submit writ¬ 
ten data, views, or arguments for con¬ 
sideration in connection with the pro¬ 
posal should file the same, in duplicate, 
not later than March 15, 1972, with the 
Hearing Clerk, U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Room 112, Administration 
Budding, Washington, D.C. 20250, where 
they will be available for public review 
during official hours of business (7 CFR 
1.27(b)). 

Statement of considerations leading to 
the proposed revision of the grade stand - 
ards. The U.S. Standards for Grades of 
Green Asparagus for Canning or Freez¬ 
ing have been in effect since Decem¬ 
ber 22, 1937. They were published in the 
Federal Register in June 1967 for the 
purpose of codification. 

These standards are seldom used by 
the asparagus processing industry, which 
prefers contract specifications that may 
be quickly changed to meet specific con¬ 
ditions. However, they are used to some 
extent by exporters of asparagus to be 
used for processing purposes. Neither the 
U.S. No. 1 nor the U.S. No. 2 grade pro¬ 
vides tolerances for defects or off-size. 
In the customary application of these 
standards to determine the percentages 
of U.S. No. 1, U.S. No. 2, culls and butts 
in a lot, there is no need for tolerances. 
However, when a lot of asparagus must 
meet the requirements of one specified 
grade, tolerances for defects are neces¬ 
sary. Without tolerances, a shipment 
would have to be 100 percent free from 
scorable defects to meet the require¬ 


ments of a specified grade. Tolerances 
should be incorporated as proposed if 
these standards are to be practical for 
use in the certification of shipments of 
asparagus that must meet the require¬ 
ments of a single grade, whether ex¬ 
ported for processing or sold to a domes¬ 
tic user. 

In August 1971 USDA’s Consumer and 
Marketing Service prepared and sub¬ 
mitted to the asparagus industry a draft 
for study to consider revision of the 
standards for asparagus for canning or 
freezing, outlining the proposed changes. 
Comments from asparagus processors in 
response to this study draft were chiefly 
concerned with maintaining adequate 
requirements for diameter and length of 
spears and amount of green color. The 
only proposed change relating to these 
factors would provide a green color re¬ 
quirement in the U.S. No. 2 grade. 

In addition to the proposed provi¬ 
sion for tolerances for defects and off- 
size, the proposed revision would include 
the following changes: 

(1) The title would be changed from 
U.S. Standards for Grades of Green As¬ 
paragus for Canning or Freezing to U.S. 
Standards for Grades of Green Aspara¬ 
gus for Processing. 

(2) The format of the standards would 
be changed and other changes in ar¬ 
rangement and wording would be made 
in the interest of clarity and readability. 

(3) A requirement would be added to 
the U.S. No. 2 grade providing that un¬ 
less otherwise specified each spear shall 
have green color extending at least 3 
inches below the tip. 

(4) Definitions would be added for 
serious damage by broken tips, spreading 
tips, and beetle eggs.

recommended by the Texas Valley Citrus 
Committee, established pursuant to the 
marketing agreement; as amended, and 
Order No. 906, as amended (7 CFR Part 
906 >, regulating the handling of oranges 
and grapefruit grown in the Lower Rio 
Grande Valley in Texas. This program is 
effective under the Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Agreement Act of 1937, as amended 
(7 U.S.C. 601-674). 

All persons who desire to submit writ¬ 
ten data, views, or arguments in connec¬ 
tion with the proposal should file the 
same with the Hearing Clerk, Room 112A, 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 20250, not later than the 
seventh day after the publication of this 
notice in the Federal Register. All 
written submissions made pursuant to

The proposed amendment would con¬ 
tinue in effect certain requirements with 
respect to the packing of Navel oranges 
and Valencia and similar late type 
oranges, that have been in effect since 
February 7, 1972, under Amendment 10 
to § 906.340. Such requirements, which 
unless extended beyond such date would 
expire March 6, 1972, expand by two- 
sixteenths inch, the diameter limits for 
fruit in* each of the pack sizes for such 
oranges; establishes limits in the varia¬ 
tion in size, from the smallest to the 
largest fruit, for each pack size for fruit 
in individual containers for such 
oranges; and provides diameter limits for 
the fruit for pack sizes not included in 
the pack requirements specified in para¬ 
graph (a) (2) (i) of § 906.340 for such 
oranges prior to February 7, 1972. The 
expansion of the diameter limits for the 
fruit in each pack size, by lowering the 
minimum diameter for each pack size bv 
two-sixteenths inch, is intended to allow 
greater flexibility and prevent overfilling 
of containers, in the packing of Navel 
oranges and Valencia and similar late 
type oranges, especially for fruit which 
is slightly elongated. The establishment 
of limits in the variation in size, from the 
smallest to the largest fruit for each pack 
size for fruit in individual containers is 
designed to maintain uniformity of size, 
of the fruit, within each container. The 
listing of diameter limits for the fruit 
for those pack sizes, in addition to those 
specified 


in paragraph (a) (2) (i) of 
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5 906.340 for such oranges prior to Feb¬ 
ruary 7, 1972, is for the purpose of per¬ 
mitting the handling of larger size 
oranges packed in accordance with the 
standard pack requirements but of larger 
pack sizes than set forth in the U.S. 
Standards. The larger size oranges are 
too big to be packed according to one of 
the smaller pack sizes, without damage to 
the fruit.

Proposed Disposition of Reserve 
Prunes 

Notice is hereby given of a proposal to 
amend § 993.165(c) of the administrative 
rules and regulations (Subpart—Admin¬ 
istrative Rules and Regulations; 7 CFR 
993.101-993.174; 36 F.R. 15039). The 
subpart is operative pursuant to the 
marketing agreement, as amended, and 
Order No. 993, as amended (7 CFR Part

ASBESTOS-CONTAINING GARMENTS 
FOR GENERAL USE 

Proposed Classification as Banned 
Hazardous Substance 

Inhalation of asbestos fibers for as lit¬ 
tle as 3 months has been reported as 
causing lung cancer, mesothelioma, and 
lung fibrosis. To provide an emergency 
standard dealing with the exposure of 
employees to asbestos dust, the Occupa¬ 
tional Safety and Health Administration 
D epartment of Labor promulgated 
29 CFR 1910.93a in the Federal Register 
of December 7, 1971 (36 F.R. 23208), 
which reads in part “The 8-hour time- 
weighted average airborne concentration 
of asbestos dust to which employees are 
exposed shall not exceed 5 fibers per mil¬ 
liliter greater than 5 microns in length, 
as determined by the membrane filter 
method at 400-450 x magnification (4 
millimeter objective) phase contrast 
illumination." 

Said promulgation was based on recent 
studies by the National Institute for Oc¬ 
cupational Safety and Health, recom¬ 
mendations by the American Conference 
of Governmental Industrial Hygienists, 
and other relevant material. 

On the basis of reports and investiga¬ 
tions. the Commissioner of Food and 
Drugs learned that certain garments 
made from an imported fabric contain- 
L n ? ?» percen * asbestos have been mar¬ 
keted, An ad hoc committee of five ex¬ 
ports in the field of asbestos toxicity was 
appointed to evaluate the health signifi¬ 
cance of asbestos in such garments.

miles each side of the 175° bearing (166'* 
magnetic) from the RBN extending from 
the 10.5-mile radius area to 11.5 miles south 
of the RBN. 

In addition to providing controlled air¬ 
space for the instrument approach pro¬ 
cedure serving Johnson City Airport, this 
proposed alteration will also accommo¬ 
date an approach procedure for Shepherd 
Farm Airport, Stonewall, Tex.

Proposed Alteration 

The Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) is considering an amendment to 
Part 71 of the Federal Aviation Regula¬ 
tions that would alter the Fortuna 
Calif., transition area.

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Washington, DC 20591. An informal 
docket also will be available for exami¬ 
nation at the office of the Regional Air 
Traffic Division Chief. 

As parts of this proposal relate to the 
navigable airspace outside the United 
States, this notice is submitted in con¬ 
sonance with the ICAO International 
Standards and Recommended Practices. 

Applicability of International Stand¬ 
ards and Recommended Practices by the 
Air Traffic Service, PAA, in areas outside 
domestic airspace of the United States 
is governed by Article 12 of and Annex 11 
to the Convention on International Civil 
Aviation, which pertain to the establish¬ 
ment of air navigation facilities and 
services necessary to promoting the safe, 
orderly and expeditious flow of civil air 
traffic. Their purpose is to insure that 
civil flying on international air routes is 
carried out under uniform conditions de¬ 
signed to improve the safety and effi¬ 
ciency of air operations. 

The International Standards and 
Recommended Practices in Annex 11 ap¬ 
ply in those parts of the airspace under 
the jurisdiction of a contracting state, 
derived from ICAO, wherein air traffic 
services are provided and also whenever 
a contracting state accepts the respon¬ 
sibility of providing air traffic services 
over high seas or in airspace of undeter¬ 
mined sovereignty. A contracting state 
accepting such responsibility may apply 
the International Standards and Recom¬ 
mended Practices to civil aircraft in a 
manner consistent with that adopted for 
airspace under its domestic jurisdiction. 

In accordance with Article 3 of the 
Convention on International Civil Avia¬ 
tion, Chicago, 1944, state aircraft are ex¬ 
empt from the provisions of Annex 11 
and its Standards and Recommended 


Practices. As a contracting state, the 
United States agreed by Article 3(d) that 
its state aircraft will be operated in in¬ 
ternational airspace with due regard for 
the safety of civil aircraft. 

Since this action involves, in part, the 
designation of navigable airspace out¬ 
side the United States, the Administra¬ 
tor has consulted with the Secretary of 
State and the Secretary of Defense in 
accordance with the provisions of Execu¬ 
tive Order 10854. 

The airspace action proposed in this 
docket would alter the Fortuna, Calif- 
transition area to read as follows: 

That airspace extendihg upward from 700 
feet above the surface within 2 miles each 
side of the Fortuna VORTAC 327° radial, 
extending from the VORTAC to 8 miles 
northwest of the VORTAC; within 2 miles 
northeast and 4.5 miles southwest of the 
Fortima VORTAC 147' radial, extending from 
the VORTAC to 3.5 miles southeast of the 
VORTAC; within 2.5 miles southwest and 3.5 
miles northeast of the 129 a and 309" bear¬ 
ings from the Rohnervllle Airport (lat. 40° 
33*15'' N., long. 124°07'53" W.). extending 
from 7.5 miles northwest to 3 miles south¬ 
east of the airport and within 2 miles each 
side of the Fortuna VORTAC 034° radial, 
extending from the VORTAC to 11 miles 
northeast of the VORTAC; and that airspace 
extending upward from 1.200 feet above the 
surface within 4.5 miles southeast and 10 
miles northwest of the Fortuna VORTAC 
220 a radial, extending from the VORTAC to 
18.5 miles southwest of the VORTAC. 

The proposed alteration of the transi¬ 
tion area is needed to provide controlled 
airspace for a procedure turn and final 
approach course for a new instrument 
approach procedure to Murray Field, 
Eureka, Calif.

I. General. Pursuant to the authority

4. Develop a Consolidated Mapping, 
Charting, and Geodesy Program for re¬ 
view by the JCS and approval by the 
Secretary of Defense. 

5. In support of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, review and validate MC&G re¬ 
quirements and priorities: develop a con¬ 
solidated statement of MC&G require¬ 
ments and priorities. 

6. Insure responsive support to the 
MC&G requirements of the Military De¬ 
partments and the Unified and Specified 
Commands. 

7. Establish policies and provide DOD 
participation in national and interna¬ 
tional MC&G activities in coordination 
with the ASD (International Security 
Affairs); execute DOD responsibilities 
under interagency and international 
MC&G agreements. 

8. Establish DOD MC&G data collec¬ 
tion requirements; collect or task other 
DOD Components to collect and provide 
necessary data. 

9. Establish DOD MC&G RDT&E re¬ 
quirements in coordination with the Di¬ 
rector, Defense Research and Engineer¬ 
ing; task other DOD Components or 
private contractors to accomplish such 
requirements. 

10. Carry out the statutory responsi¬ 
bilities assigned under U.S.C. Title 10, 
chapter 639, sections 7391, 7392, 7393, 
7394 for providing nautical charts and 
marine navigation data for the use of all 
vessels of the United States and of navi¬ 
gators generally. 

B. The Secretaries of the Military De¬ 
partments and the Commanders of Uni¬ 
fied and Specified Commands shall: 

1. Develop and submit to DMA their 
MC&G requirements and priorities. 

2. Provide support, within their re¬ 
spective fields of responsibilities, to the 
Director, DMA, as required to carry out 
the assigned mission of the Agency. 

3. Assess the responsiveness of the 
DMA to their operational needs. 

C. The Joint Chiefs of Staff shall: 

1. Advise the Secretary of Defense on 
MC&G requirements and priorities. 

2. Provide guidance to the DMA and 
the Unified and Specified Commands 
which will serve as the basis for inter¬ 
relationships between these organiza¬ 
tions. 

3. Obtain the advice and recommen¬ 
dations from the Director, DMA on mat¬ 
ters within his areas of responsibility. 

D. The Assistant Secretary of Defense 
(Comptroller) shall provide primary 
staff supervision and financial manage¬ 
ment of the DOD MC&G program on 
behalf of the Secretary of Defense. 

V. Authority . The Director, DMA Is 
specifically delegated authority to: 
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A. Command the Defense Mapping 
Agency. 

B. Task DOD Components directly to 
accomplish MC&G RDT&E and data col¬ 
lection requirements as established by 
DMA. 

C. Have access to direct communica¬ 
tions with DOD Components and, after 
appropriate coordination, with other 
organizations. 

D. Exercise the administrative au¬ 
thorities set forth below. To the extent 
that any law or executive order specifi¬ 
cally limits the exercise of such au¬ 
thority to persons at the Secretarial 
level, such authority shall be exercised by 
the ASD (Comptroller). 

VI. Relationships. A. In the perform¬ 
ance of his functions, the Director, DMA 
shall : 

1. Maintain appropriate liaison with 
other Components of the DOD and other 
agencies for the exchange of informa¬ 
tion in his field of assigned responsi¬ 
bilities. 

2. Make use of existing DOD facilities 
and services wherever practicable to 
achieve maximum efficiency and econ¬ 
omy. 

3. Ensure that the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, the Military Departments, and ap¬ 
propriate OSD staff elements are kept 
fully informed concerning DMA activi¬ 
ties of substantive concern to them. 

B. The Military Departments and 
other DOD Components shall: 

1. Provide assistance within their re¬ 
spective fields of responsibility to the 
Director, DMA. 

2. Coordinate with DMA all programs 
and activities which include or are re¬ 
lated to MC&G. 

VII. Administration. A. The Director, 
DMA will be a lieutenant general or vice 
admiral appointed by the Secretary of 
Defense, upon recommendation of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

B. The Deputy Director will be ap¬ 
pointed by the Secretary of Defense. If 
military, the Deputy Director will be rec¬ 
ommended by the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and will normally be selected from a 
Service different from that of the Direc¬ 
tor. If civilian, the Deputy Director will 
be recommended by the ASD (Comp¬ 
troller) . 

C. DMA will be authorized such per¬ 
sonnel, facilities, funds, and other ad¬ 
ministrative support as the Secretary of 
Defense deems necessary. 

D. The Military Departments will as¬ 
sign military personnel to DMA in ac¬ 
cordance with approved Joint Manpower 
Program authorizations. Procedures for 
such assignments will be as agreed upon 
between the Director, DMA, and the in¬ 
dividual Military Departments.

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DOD policies, directives, and Instructions, 
and pertinent OSD regulations, authority as 
required in the administration and operation 
of DMA to: 

1. Exercise the powers vested in the Sec¬ 
retary of Defense by section 3101 of title 6, 
U.S.C. and section 302 of title 6. U.S.C. per¬ 
taining to the employment, direction and 
general administration of DMA civilian 
personnel. 

2. Fix rates of pay for wage board employees 
exempted from the Classification Act by 6 
U.S.C. 6102(c) (7) on the basis of rates estab¬ 
lished under the Coordinated Federal Wage 
System. DMA, in fixing such rates, shall fol¬ 
low the wage schedules established by DOD 
Wage Fixing Authority. 

3. Establish such advisory committees and 
employ such part-time advisers as approved 
by the Secretary of Defense for the perform¬ 
ance of DMA functions pursuant to the pro¬ 
visions of 10 U.S.C. 173, 5 U.S.C. 3109(b). and 
the Agreement between the DOD and the Civil 
Service Commission on employment of ex¬ 
perts and consultants, dated July 22. 1959. 

4. Administer oaths of office incident to 
entrance into the Executive Branch of the 
Federal Government or any other oath re¬ 
quired by law in connection with employ¬ 
ment therein, in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of the Act of June 26. 1943, as amended, 

6 U.S.C. 2903(b) and designate in writing, as 
may be necessary, officers and employees of 
DMA to perform this function. 

6. Establish a DMA Incentive Awards Board 
and pay cash awards to and incur necessary

c. Authorize the suspension, but not 
terminate the services of an employee in the 
interest of national security in positions 
within DMA. 

7. Clear DMA personnel and such other 
individuals as may be appropriate for access 
to classified Defense material and informa¬ 
tion in accordance with the provisions of 
DOD Directive 5210.8, 1 dated February 15, 
1962 (as revised). “Policy on Investigation 
and Clearance of Department of Defense 
Personnel for Access to Classified Defense 
Information,” and of Executive Order 10501, 
dated November 5, 1953, as amended. 

8. Act as agent for the collection and pay¬ 
ment of employment taxes imposed by 
chapter 21 of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1954 and, as such agent, make all determina¬ 
tions and certifications required or provided 
for under section 3122 of the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Code of 1954 26 U.S.C. 3122 and section 
205(p) (1) and (2) of the Social Security 
Act, as amended, 42 U8.C. 405(p) (1) and (2) 
with respect to DMA employees.

20. Sell maps, charts, and related products 
to the public as governed by the provisions 
of OMB Circular A-25 and UB.C. title 10, 
chapter 639, section 7394. 

21. Enter into and administer contracts, 
directly or through a Military Department, 
a DOD contract administration services com¬ 
ponent. or other Government department or 
agency, as appropriate, for supplies, equip¬ 
ment and services required to accomplish the 
mission of the DMA. To the extent that any 
law or executive order specifically limits the 
exercise of such authority to persons at the 
Secretarial level of a Military Department, 
such authority will be exercised by the As¬ 
sistant Secretary of Defense (Installations 
and Logistics). 

22. Authorize the release of classified DOD 
MC&G products to foreign nationals within 
DOD disclosure policies. 

The Director, DMA. may redelegate these 
authorities, as appropriate, and in writing, 
except as otherwise specifically indicated 
above or as otherwise provided by law or 
regulation.

Intended use of article: The article 
will be used for studies on isotope ratios; 
for spectra studies of organic compounds 
and; volatile inorganics: for rapid mag¬ 
netic scan spectra of both known com¬ 
pounds and compounds whose structure 
must be determined; and for spectra on 
“fractionated” mixtures, to attempt 
identification of complex mixtures such 
as hair, skin, and body fluids for crime 
detection, and macerated tissues for the 
trace analyses of volatile drugs. Besides 
undergraduate and graduate students 
use, in chemistry courses, the article wffi 
be in operation in the Institute for Ad¬ 
vanced Analytical Chemistry. 

Comments: No comments have been 
received with respect to this application. 

Decision: Application denied. An in¬ 
strument or apparatus of equivalent sci¬ 
entific value to the foreign article, for 
such purposes as this article is intended 
to be used, was being manufactured in 
the United States at the time the article 
was ordered (March 22,1967). 

Reasons: The captioned application is 
a resubmission of Docket No. 68-00106- 
01-77040 which was denied without prej¬ 
udice to resubmission on May 6. 1968, 
for informational deficiencies. In the 
captioned application, the applicant al¬ 
leged that the foreign article has the fol¬ 
lowing pertinent specifications: (l) Fast 
scan characteristics of 2 seconds/decade 
with a resolution of 700 or voltage scan 
at one second/decade with a resolution of 
500; (2) maximum resolution of 2,500 at 
10 percent valley definition; (3) high 
mass/charge (M/E) applications requir¬ 
ing 1000 to 1 M/E; (4) conversion to a 
high resolution instrument, i.e., single 
focusing to double focusing; (5) inlet 
system containing four separate ports 
for inlet system attachments and a 350° 
all glass inlet system, heated direct probe 
with temperature control, and a water 
cooled source; (6) delivery time of 3 
months; and (7) appearance of the for¬ 


eign article. The applicant again com¬ 
pared the foreign AEI Model MS-1201 to 
the domestic Nuclide Model 12-90-G, as 
in the initial application. A comparison 
of the pertinent specifications of the do¬ 
mestic instrument with those of the for¬ 
eign article at the time the foreign ar¬ 
ticle was ordered (March 22, 1967) 
discloses— 

(1) Fast scan characteristics: Nuclide 
would provide a scan speed of 1 second 
per decade, with a resolution of 600. (See 
12-90-G specifications dated January 
1967.) The National Bureau of Standards 
(NBS) and the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare (HEW) in a joint 
memorandum dated March 23, 1971, ad¬ 
vises that “A very careful review of the 
actual requirements of the applicant 
000 indicates that the applicant's 
needs can actually be met with a resolu¬ 
tion of 700. The domestic Nuclide 12-90- 
G with a 2 kHz amplifier would provide a 
resolution of 800 with a scan speed of 
0.96 sec/decade * • *. It is noted that 
both the foreign and domestic manufac¬ 
turer originally quoted the identical re¬ 
cording system (Honeywell Model 1508) 
and that various amplifiers for this sys¬ 
tem are sold as separate items and are 
directly interchangeable.” 

(2) Maximum resolution: Nuclide 
could provide a guaranteed resolution of 
3.000 at 10 percent valley definition. (See 
12-90-G specifications dated January 
1967.) 

(3) High mass/charge (M/E) applica¬ 
tions: Nuclide could provide a 1-1300 
M/E at 5 kilovolts (kv), 1-2600 M/E at 
2.5 kv. and 1-6500 at 1 kv. (See 12-90-G 
specifications dated January 1967.) 

(4) Conversion to a high resolution in¬ 
strument: The applicant states in ma¬ 
terials attached to the application that 

* *, the mass spectrometer must be 
convertible into a high resolution instru¬ 
ment (double focusing with a resolution 
of 20,000) at a later date.” Section 602.- 
2(b) (4) (ii) of the regulations, however, 
provides in pertinent part: “The planned 
conversion of the article at some unspec¬ 
ified future time, for programs that may 
be undertaken in some unspecified future 
period shall not be considered in the 
comparison (of the article and the most 
closely comparable domestic instru¬ 
ment].” The capability for conversion to 
a high resolution instrument, therefore, 
cannot be considered. 

(5) Inlet system: In the 12-90-G. four 
inlets can be connected to the MGS5 
molecular source for simultaneous use. 
This provision for the simultaneous con¬ 
nection of a wide variety of inlet systems 
to the ion source permits such operations 
as switching between modes of sample 
introduction and provides such features 
as a convenient means of simultaneously 
introducing a calibrating gas with a gas- 
liquid chromatography sample for mass 
determinations and/or sensitivity cali¬ 
brations. In addition, samples can be in¬ 
troduced without breaking the vacuum. 
Inlet systems offered include the Model 
150S single or 150D dual inlet systems for 
the quantitative and qualitative analysis 
of gases, liquids and volatile solids with 
continuously variable temperature from 
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ambient to 150° C.; the all glass Model 
350G high temperature inlet system for 
the quantitative analysis of low volatility 
liquids or solids; the Model CP-2 direct 
insertion crucible probe for the study of 
highly viscous liquids or low volatility 
solids with continuously variable tem¬ 
perature control to 500° C. and the Model 
GLC-N2 chromatograph inlet and de¬ 
tection system. All of these systems can 
be modified to increase capabilities by 
the addition of optional features and ac¬ 
cessories, e.g., the variable temperature 
range of the crucible probe system can be 
extended to 1000° C. Nuclide could pro¬ 
vide a low temperature source on special 
order. (Catalog received from Nuclide 
April 11, 1966); 

(6) Delivery time: Section 602.1(g) of 
the regulations provides that “Duty-free 
entry of the article shall be considered 
justified without regard to whether there 
is being manufactured in the United 
States an instrument * • * of equiva¬ 
lent scientific value * • • if the delay 
in obtaining such domestic instrument 
• • * will seriously impair the accom¬ 
plishment of the purposes.” The appli¬ 
cant states in materials attached to the 
application that the quoted delivery time 
for the Nuclide 12-90-G was “a minimum 
of 9 months” and the delivery time for 
the foreign article w r as “3 months.” The 
applicant does not show how the dif¬ 
ference in delivery time will seriously im¬ 
pair the accomplishment of the purposes. 
We are advised by NBS in its memoran¬ 
dum dated November 18, 1970, that the 
difference in delivery dates is not per¬ 
tinent for the applicant’s purposes. 

(7) Appearance: Section 602.1(b)(7) 
of the regulations defines the pertinent 
specifications of an instrument, appara¬ 
tus or accessory as “those structural, op¬ 
erational, performance, and other char¬ 
acteristics • • * that are necessary for 
the accomplishment of the purposes de¬ 
scribed by the applicant in reply to Ques¬ 
tion 7 • • •” The appearance of the ar¬ 
ticle is purely a matter of individual taste 
and as such is not pertinent to the pur¬ 
poses for which the article is intended 
to be used.

Decision: Application approved. No in¬ 
strument or apparatus of equivalent 
scientific value to the foreign article for 
such purposes as this article is intended 
to be used, is being manufactured in 
the United States. 

Reasons: Examination of the ap¬ 
plicant’s thin sections under the elec¬ 
tron microscope will provide optimal 
information when such sections are uni¬ 
form in thickness and have smoothly cut 
surfaces. Conditions for obtaining high 
quality sections depend to a large extent 
on the properties of the specimen be¬ 
ing sectioned (e.g., hardness, consistency, 
toughness, etc.), the properties of the 
embedding media and the geometry of 
the block. In connection with a prior 
case (Docket No. 69-00665-33-46500) 
which relates to the duty-free entry of 
an identical foreign article, the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare 
(HEW) advised that “Smooth cuts are 
obtained when the speed of cutting 
(among such [other] factors as knife 
edge condition and angle), is adjusted 
to the characteristics of the material 
being sectioned. The range of cutting 
speeds and a capability for the higher 
cutting speeds is, therefore, a pertinent 
characteristic of the ultramicrotome to 
be used for sectioning materials that ex¬ 
perience has shown difficult to section/' 

In connection with another prior case 
(Docket No. 70-00077-33-46500) relat¬ 
ing to the duty-free entry of an iden¬ 
tical foreign article, HEW advised that 
“ultrathin sectioning of a variety of tis¬ 
sues having a wide range in density, 
hardness, etc." requires a maximum 
range in cutting speed and, further, that 
"Hie production of ultrathin serial sec¬ 
tions of specimens that have great 
variation in physical properties is very 
difficult." The foreign article lias a cut¬ 
ting speed range of 0.1 to 20 millimeters/ 
second (mm./sec.). The most closely 
comparable domestic instrument is the 
Model MT-2B ultramicrotome manufac¬ 
tured by Ivan Sorvall, Inc. (Sorvall). 
The Sorvall Model MT-2B ultramicro- 
tome has a cutting speed range of 0.09 
to 3.2 mm./sec. 

We are advised by HEW in its mem¬ 
orandum of January 14, 1972, that cut- 

lg speeds in excess of 4 mm./sec. are 


pertinent to the purposes for which the 
foreign article is intended to be used. 

We, therefore, find that the Model 
MT-2B ultramicrotome is not of equiv¬ 
alent scientific value to the foreign ar¬ 
ticle, for such purposes as this article is 
intended to be used. 

The Department of Commerce knows 
of no other instrument or apparatus of 
equivalent scientific value to the foreign 
article, for such purposes as this article 
is intended to be used, which is being 
manufactured in the United States.

Each applicant herein has filed an ap- 
plication pursuant to section 7 of the 
Natural Gas Act for a certificate of pub¬ 
lic convenience and necessity authoriz¬ 
ing the sale for resale and delivery of 
natural gas in interstate commerce or 
for permission and approval to abandon 
service or a petition to amend an order 
issuing a certificate, all as more fully set 
forth in the applications and petitions to 
amend. 

Applicants have filed FPC gas rate 
schedules or supplements to rate sched¬ 
ules on file with the Commission and 
propose to initiate, abandon, add, or dis¬ 
continue in part natural gas service in 
interstate commerce as indicated in the 
tabulation herein. 

Walker Oil & Gas Co., applicant in 
Docket No. CI61-852, proposes to con¬ 
tinue in toto the sale of natural gas 
heretofore authorized in said docket to 
be made pursuant to Sunset Interna¬ 
tional Petroleum Corp. et al.. FPC Gas 
Rate Schedule No. 41. The effective rate 
under Sunset’s rate schedule at the time 
of the transfer of the producing prop¬ 
erties was in effect subject to refund in 
Dockets Nos. RI68-683 and RI70-993. 
Therefore, applicant will be made a co¬ 
respondent in said proceedings and 
the proceedings will be redesignated 
accordingly. 

The Commission's staff has reviewed 
the applications and recommends each 
action ordered as consistent with all sub¬ 
stantive Comission policies and required 
by the public convenience and necessity. 

After due notice by publication in the 
Federal Register, no petition to inter¬ 
vene. notice of intervention, or protest 
to the granting of the applications has 
been filed. 

At a hearing held on February 2, 1972, 
the Commission on its own motion re¬ 
ceived and made a part of the record in 
this proceeding all evidence, including 
the applications and petitions, as supple¬ 
mented and amended, and exhibits 
thereto, submitted in support of the au¬ 
thorizations sought herein, and upon 
consideration of the record.

(1) Each applicant herein is a “natu¬ 
ral-gas company” within the meaning

tion of any facilities subject to the juris¬ 
diction of the Commission necessary 
therefore, are subject to the requirements 
of subsections <c) and (e) of section 7 
of the Natural Gas Act.

Both suburban banks are controlled by 
majority shareholders of applicant and 
together hold 3.2 percent of the com- 
merical bank deposits in the Tulsa bank¬ 
ing market (approximated by Tulsa 
County and portions of Creek and Rogers 
Counties). (All banking data are as of 
June 30, 1971.) Upon consummation of 
the proposal herein, applicant’s share of 
deposits in the State would increase only 
slightly, and its position relative to the 
State’s other banking organizations 
would remain unchanged.

Notice of Proposed Rule Making 

Notice is hereby given that the U.S. 
Department of Commerce proposes to 
revoke in its entirety, present part 610, 
Chapter VI, of Title 15, Code of Fed¬ 
eral Regulations, and to substitute in 
lieu thereof, a new Chapter V of Title 
15, Code of Federal Regulations, set 
forth below. 

Both the present Part 610 of Chapter 
VI, and the proposed new Chapter V, 
Title 15, Code of Federal Regulations, 
relate to adjustment assistance to firms, 
implementing Chapters 1 and 2. of Title 
III, Trade Expansion Act of 1962, and 
section 7 of Executive Order 11075, as 
amended by Executive Order 11106. In 
substance these provisions of law pro¬ 
vide that a firm may qualify for adjust¬ 
ment assistance following a finding by 
the Tariff Commission that such firm, 
or the industry of which it is a part, is 
seriously injured, or threatened with 
serious injury by increased imports of 
a like or directly competitive article 
that has been the subject of a trade 
agreement concession. 

The changes embodied in the proposed 
new regulations reflect clarification and 
amplification of substantive and pro¬ 
cedural requirements regarding ad¬ 
justment assistance to firms, as well as 
establishment of ah Office of Trade Ad¬ 
justment Assistance within the Bureau 
of Domestic Commerce, Department of 
Commerce, to facilitate administration 
of the responsibilities vested by law in 
the Secretary of Commerce with respect 
to such assistance. 

The principal additions are as fol¬ 
lows: 

Provision of accelerated procedure for 
certification of eligibility to apply for 
adjustment assistance following a 
Tariff Commission finding of serious 
injury or threat thereof to an indi¬ 
vidual firm. 

Requirement for disclosure of material 
changes in economic conditions af¬ 
fecting the firm both prior to and 
after certification of eligibility to ap¬ 
ply for assistance and after certifica¬ 
tion of an adjustment proposal. 
Provision for revocation in certain cir¬ 
cumstances of a firm's certification of 
eligibility to apply for adjustment as¬ 
sistance or certification of the adjust¬ 
ment proposal. 

Explanation of the standards to be ap¬ 
plied in meeting the three criteria for 
acceptable adjustment proposals un¬ 
der section 311(b) of the Act. 
Explanation of the limitations on finan¬ 
cial assistance and the purposes for 
which such assistance will not be 
granted. 

Provision for reconsideration and appeal 
of administrative actions.

§ 500.10 Scope and purpose. 

This part, which replaces in its en¬ 
tirety Part 610 of Chapter VI, Title 15, 
Code of Federal Regulations, sets forth 
regulations implementing responsibilities 
of the Secretary of Commerce under 
chapters 1 and 2 of title m. Trade Ex¬ 
pansion Act of 1962, and section 7 of 
Executive Order 11075, as amended by 
Executive Order 11106, with respect to 
adjustment assistance for firms.

Ann’s injury (or threatened injury) re¬ 
sulting from increased imports of the 
product that was the subject of the 
Tariff Commission’s investigation. If in¬ 
sufficient or inconsistent information is 
submitted in support of such application, 
the firm will be required to provide addi¬ 
tional information or otherwise correct 
its submission. However, every effort will 
be made by OTAA to proceed with proc¬ 
essing of the application to the extent 
feasible in the interim. 

(c) The Director will certify a firm 
that has made a timely application under 
this section as eligible to apply for ad¬ 
justment assistance upon a finding that: 

(1) The article like or directly com¬ 
petitive with the imported article that 
was the subject of the Tariff Commis¬ 
sion’s investigation is or was a signifi¬ 
cant’ part of the applicant firm’s line of 
production; and 

<2) The serious injury or threat 
thereof found by the Tariff Commission 
to exist with respect to the industry in 
question is likewise applicable to the 
applicant firm. 

(d) In making the finding called for 
In paragraph (c) of this section the Di¬ 
rector will, among other pertinent con¬ 
siderations. give due regard to the follow¬ 
ing factors which applicants should 
document in detail 

(1) Economic factors. In determining 
whether increased imports of the article 
in question have caused serious injury 
or threat thereof to such firm, economic 
factors that are considered relevant in¬ 
clude: (i) Idling of the firm’s productive 
facilities capable of producing the like 
or directly competitive article, (ii) in¬ 
ability of the Ann to operate at a level 
of reasonable profit, (iii) unemployment 
or underemployment in the firm, and 
(iv) competitive position of such firm in 
relation to other firms in the industry. 

(2) Injury or threat thereof. For the 
purpose of this section, (i) “serious in¬ 
jury” to a firm means a major adverse 
impact on its economic condition from 
which it cannot reasonably be expected 
to recover without adjustment assistance 
provided under this part, and (ii) “threat 
of serious injury” means that an eco¬ 
nomic trend has been established that 
can reasonably be expected to continue 
and to result in serious injury to the firm 
in the foreseeable future. A long-range 
possibility of serious injury is not suffi¬ 
cient to demonstrate a threat thereof. 

(3) Causation. Increased imports of 
the article in question shall be considered 
to have caused serious injury, or threat 
thereof, to the applicant firm if the Di¬ 
rector finds that such imports have been 
the major factor in causing such injury 
or threat thereof. 

(e) While OTAA will provide all prac¬ 
ticable counsel and assistance in the 
preparation of applications under this 
section for certification of eligibility to 
apply for adjustment assistance, the 
burden is on each firm to establish its 
own case. 
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§ 500.23 Certification of eligibility to 
apply under section 302(c) of the 
AcU 

(a) Follow r ing an affirmative finding 
with respect to a firm by the Tariff Com¬ 
mission pursuant to section 301(c) (1) of 
the Act (or by the President in cases in¬ 
volving an affirmative finding by one half 
of the Commissioners voting), such firm 
may apply for certification of eligibility 
to apply for adjustment assistance by 
filing with the Director a sworn state¬ 
ment. subscribed by the owners, partners 
or officers of such firm that no material 
facts were omitted from, and there has 
occurred no significant change in eco¬ 
nomic circumstances affecting the firm 
since, presentation of the firm’s case to 
the Tariff Commission. Following receipt 
of such statement, the Director ordinar¬ 
ily will certify promptly that such firm 
is eligible to apply for adjustment 
assistance. 

§ 500.24 Material change in conditions: 
denial or revocation of eligibility 
certification. 

(a) A firm that has applied for certifi¬ 
cation of eligibility to apply for adjust¬ 
ment assistance under § 500.22 or § 500.23 
must promptly inform the Director in 
writing of any material change in eco¬ 
nomic conditions affecting such firm, in¬ 
cluding any change in the principal 
ownership of such firm and any change 
that has occurred in the facts contained 
in or underlying the representations set 
forth in the petition that was filed with 
the Tariff Commission under section 301 
(b) (1) or (c) (1) of the Act or in its ap¬ 
plication to the Director under § 500.22 
or § 500.23 for certification of eligibility 
(and any amendments thereto). 

(b) (1) At any time, prior to certifi¬ 
cation of an adjustment proposal, the 
Director may deny or revoke certifica¬ 
tion of a firm as eligible to apply for ad¬ 
justment assistance under § 500.22 or 
§ 500.23 upon a finding that: (i) As a 
result of a material change in economic 
conditions affecting such firm following 
the date of the Tariff Commission’s find¬ 
ing, adjustment assistance under this 
part is not required by such firm to 
achieve economic recovery from the ser¬ 
ious injury or threat thereof found by 
the Tariff Commission to exist with re¬ 
spect to the firm or the industry of which 
it is a part: (ii> such firm has willfully or 
negligently failed promptly to inform 
the Director in writing of a material 
change in economic conditions affecting 
such firm, as required under paragraph 
(a) of this section or (ill) such firm or 
its agent has made false or misleading 
representations or statements or has 
falsified or concealed any material fact 
in connection with the application for 
such certification. 

Subpart C—Adjustment Proposal 

§ 500.30 Application for adjustment 
assistance. 

Application for adjustment assistance 
by any firm certified under § 500.22 or 
§ 500.60). An application for tax assist¬ 
ance under this section will also satisfy 
after the date of such certification, by 
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completing and filing with the Secretary 
the appropriate OTA A form (see 
§ 500.60). An application for tax assist¬ 
ance under this section will also satisfy 
the requirements of § 500.43(a): Pro¬ 
vided, That for purposes of determining 
the taxable years for which net operat¬ 
ing losses may be carried back pursuant 
to certification by the Secretary of the 
firm's eligibility for tax assistance under 
§ 500.43(c). the filing date of such appli¬ 
cation for purposes of sections 317(a) of 
the Act and § 500.43(a) shall be the date 
of the Secretary's certification of the 
firm’s adjustment proposal pursuant to 
§ 500.32. 

§ 500.31 Adjustment proposal. 

<a) Filing. Within a reasonable time 
after filing an application for adjust¬ 
ment assistance under § 500.30, a firm 
shall file with OTA A an adjustment pro¬ 
posal, including a detailed description 
of the Ann’s plan for its economic re¬ 
covery, the type and extent of adjust¬ 
ment assistance requested to carry out 
such plan and all available information 
bearing on what impact, if any, imple¬ 
mentation of such plan would have on 
the quality of the human environment. 1 

(b) Preliminary proposal. A firm that 
has applied for adjustment assistance 
under § 500.30 is encouraged to consult 
informally with OTAA regarding the 
preparation of its adjustment proposal. 
The firm may submit a preliminary pro¬ 
posal to OTAA in order to determine 
whether the adjustment assistance being 
sought may be provided under the Act 
and whether the firm’s plan for its ec¬ 
onomic recovery is likely to satisfy cri¬ 
teria for certification of a proposal. 

(c) Technical assistance. During in¬ 
formal consultation with OTAA or after 
submitting a preliminary proposal, a firm 
may request, and the Secretary may at 
his discretion authorize, technical as¬ 
sistance in the preparation of a sound 
adjustment proposal. To the maximum 
extent practicable, technical assistance 
under this section shall be provided 
through existing agencies, and otherwise 
through private individuals or institu¬ 
tions. A firm receiving technical assist¬ 
ance under this section may be required 
by the Secretary to bear a portion of the 
cost thereof as determined to be 
appropriate. 

(d) Environmental impact. Upon sub¬ 
mission of a preliminary adjustment pro¬ 
posal (or, if none is submitted, upon filing 
an adjustment proposal) pursuant to 
this section, and at all stages of proposal 
development thereafter, OTAA will un¬ 
dertake to establish what impact, if any, 
the firm’s plan for economic recovery 
may have on the quality of the human 
environment. Should the Director con¬ 
sider that an adjustment proposal could, 
if implemented as initially submitted, 
significantly affect the quality of the 
human environment, OTAA will coop¬ 
erate with the applicant in exploring

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reasonable alternatives to achieve eco¬ 
nomic recovery of the firm in a manner 
that will minimize adverse impact on the 
environment. In the event data required 
by OTAA to evaluate such impact are not 
readily available to the applicant firm, 
technical assistance may be provided by 
the Secretary to facilitate collection and 
evaluation of such data. 

(e) Content of proposal. An adjust¬ 
ment proposal should be as complete and 
detailed as possible and should reflect 
the full extent of adjustment assistance 
required. OTAA should be consulted re¬ 
garding preparation and scope of a par¬ 
ticular proposal, since only one proposal 
of a firm will ordinarily be certified. 

(f) Withdrawal of adjustment pro¬ 
posal prior to certification. At the dis¬ 
cretion of the Secretary, a firm may be 
permitted to withdraw its adjustment 
proposal at any time prior to certifica¬ 
tion without prejudice: Provided, That 
any new or revised proposal by such firm 
must be filed within 2 years of the date 
that the firm was originally certified 
under § 500.22 or § 500.23 as eligible to 
apply for adjustment assistance. 

§ 500.32 Certification of adjustment 
proposal. 

Adjustment assistance (other than 
technical assistance furnished under 
§ 500.31 (c) or <d>) w’ill not be provided 
to a firm under this part until the Sec¬ 
retary has certified that its adjustment 
proposal: Is reasonably calculated mate¬ 
rially to contribute to the economic ad¬ 
justment of such firm: gives adequate 
consideration to the interests of the 
workers of such firm adversely affected 
by actions taken in carrying out trade 
agreements, and demonstrates that such 
firm will make all reasonable efforts to 
use its own resources for economic de¬ 
velopment. Except in unusual circum¬ 
stances, financial assistance will not be 
furnished if the purpose or use of such 
assistance would be: To pay the major 
creditors of a firm who would not other¬ 
wise be paid in the absence of such finan¬ 
cial assistance, to provide funds for dis¬ 
tribution or payment to the owners, part¬ 
ners or shareholders of the firm, to re¬ 
plenish funds used for such purposes, or 
to effect a change in ownership of the 
firm, unless such change is necessary to 
preserve the existence of the firm and 
facilitate its economic adjustment. 

(a) Material contribution to economic 
adjustment. An adjustment proposal 
must demonstrate that the assistance 
sought therein will be a constructive aid 
to the firm in establishing a competitive 
position in the same or a new industry 
where there is sufficient demand to em¬ 
ploy the efficient capacity of existing 
competitive enterprises. 

(b) Consideration to the interests of 
workers. An adjustment proposal must 
give adequate consideration to the in¬ 
terests of the workers of such firm ad¬ 
versely affected as the result of the seri¬ 
ous injury or threat thereof to such firm. 
Among reasonable alternatives, adjust¬ 
ment proposals that provide for the re- 
hiring of such workers who have been 
laid off due to the increased imports. 


are preferred. Efforts by the firm to find 
new employment for such laid-off work¬ 
ers or assistance rendered to such work¬ 
ers under other Government programs 
will also be taken into account in evalu¬ 
ating a proposal. 

(c) Reasonable efforts by the firm to 
use its own resources. An adjustment 
proposal must demonstrate that trie firm 
will make maximum use of its own re¬ 
sources and that any funds requested are 
not otherwise available to the firm, from 
sources other than the United States, 
on reasonable terms. In determining 
whether such funds are not otherwise 
available to the firm, the Secretary may 
require satisfactory evidence that the 
firm has been refused the required credit 
from banks or other sources, or that the 
funds do not appear to be obtainable on 
reasonable terms through a public offer¬ 
ing or private placement of securities of 
the firm or through the sale at a fair 
price of assets of the firm that are not 
reasonably required in connection with 
its economic adjustment. 

(d) Terms and conditions. Certifica¬ 
tion of an adjustment proposal may be 
made subject to any terms and condi¬ 
tions that the Secretary, in his discre¬ 
tion, deems necessary or appropriate to 
ensure compliance with the require¬ 
ments for adjustment assistance pre¬ 
scribed under the Act or this part Such 
terms and conditions may include, but 
are not limited to, a requirement that 
owners, partners, or principal share¬ 
holders of a firm (or other creditors' 
shall subordinate, consolidate, or reduce 
their claims against the firm or shall 
reduce their ownership interest in the 
firm as part of a reorganization of its 
capital and debt structure; or a require¬ 
ment that owners, partners, or principal 
shareholders of a firm shall make equity 
contributions or loans to the firm or 
shall guarantee loans to the firm. 

(e) Action on adjustment proposal. 
A firm will be informed in writing when 
its adjustment proposal has been certi¬ 
fied or denied by the Secretary. Promptly 
thereafter, a firm seeking tax assistance 
under § 500.43 shall notify the Director 
in writing of the closing date of the tax¬ 
able year or years for which a net op¬ 
erating loss carryback is sought pursuant 
to section 317 of the Act. 

§ 500.33 Material change in condition*. 

After an adjustment proposal of a 
firm has been certified by the Secretary, 
such firm must promptly inform the Di¬ 
rector in writing of any material change 
in economic conditions affecting such 
firm, including any change in the prin¬ 
cipal ownership of such firm and any 
material change that has occurred in the 
facts contained in or underlying the rep¬ 
resentations set forth in the petition that 
was filed with the Tariff Commission 
under section 301 (b)(1) or (c)(1) ° r 
the Act. in its application to the Direc¬ 
tor under 5 500.22 or 5 500.23 for certi¬ 
fication of eligibility to apply J or 
adjustment assistance, in its application 
under this Subpart C for adjustment as¬ 
sistance or in the certified adjustment 
proposal. 
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§ 500.3*1 Modification of a certified ad- 
juHtment proposal; revocation of cer¬ 
tification. 

(a) (1) Modification. Requests for 
modification of an adjustment proposal 
that has been certified under § 500.32 
will not be considered if such modifica¬ 
tions would require a major increase in 
the amount of adjustment assistance to 
be provided pursuant to this part. Other 
requests for modification of a certified 
adjustment proposal that would have the 
effect of increasing the amount of ad¬ 
justment assistance required, or would 
significantly alter either the adjustment 
proposal or the terms and conditions of 
its certification, may be granted in the 
discretion of the Secretary if such re¬ 
quest (!) is based upon a material change 
in the firm’s economic condition, not 
reasonably foreseeable at the time the 
adjustment proposal was certified, and 
(ii) clearly demonstrates that such mod¬ 
ification would contribute materially to 
the firm’s economic adjustment. Upon 
receipt of written notification that the 
Secretary has granted a request for 
modification of a certified adjustment 
proposal pursuant to this section, the 
firm shall promptly sumit to the Direc¬ 
tor a modified adjustment proposal, 
which shall be filed and processed in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of this 
Supart C and, if filed within a reason¬ 
able time, shall be deemed to have been 
timely filed for purposes of § 500.31(a). 

(b) (1) Revocation. The Secretary 
may revoke the certification of a firm’s 
adjustment proposal if, within a reason¬ 
able period of time following such cer¬ 
tification, agreement is not reached con¬ 
cerning appropriate terms and condi¬ 
tions for adjustment assistance pursuant 
to § 500.40(b) (1), or upon a finding that 
<i) as a result of a material change in 
economic conditions affecting such firm, 
adjustment assistance is no longer rea¬ 
sonably required by the firm to achieve 
economic recovery, (ii) the firm has ex¬ 
perienced a material change in economic 
conditions that adversely affects the eco¬ 
nomic viability of the certified adjust¬ 
ment proposal, (iii) such firm has 
willfully or negligently failed promptly to 
inform the Director in writing of a mate¬ 
rial change in economic conditions 
affecting such firm, as required under 
§ 500.33, or (iv) such firm or its agent 
has made false or misleading represen¬ 
tations or statements or has falsified or 
concealed any material fact. 

Subpart D—Adjustment Assistance 

§ 500.40 Referral of certified adjust¬ 
ment proposals; providing adjust¬ 
ment assistance. 

(a) Referral of proposals. The Secre¬ 
tary wfii refer each adjustment proposal 
certified under § 500.32 to such agency 
or agencies (including any agency of the 
department of Commerce) as he deter¬ 
mines to be appropriate to furnish the 
technical and financial assistance neces¬ 
sary to carry out such proposal. 

(b) Providing adjustment assistance. 
The Secretary may, if he determines that 
such assistance is necessary to carry out 
the adjustment proposal of the firm and 
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that it will materially contribute to its 
economic adjustment, furnish adjust¬ 
ment assistance under §§ 500.41 and 
500.42 to such firm. If the Secretary de¬ 
termines that there are no appropriate 
government agencies to which a certified 
adjustment proposal may be referred or 
whenever, and to the extent that, any 
agency to which an adjustment proposal 
of a firm has been referred under para¬ 
graph (a) of this section has notified the 
Secretary of its determination not to 
furnish technical or financial assistance. 

(1) Authorization. If the Secretary 
determines to furnish adjustment assist¬ 
ance to a firm, a written authorization 
will be issued setting forth appropriate 
terms and conditions for such assistance, 
including any conditions that must be 
satisfied by the firm before assistance 
will be provided. Assistance that is fur¬ 
nished by the Secretary shall also be sub¬ 
ject to the terms and conditions of the 
firm’s certified adjustment proposal. 

(2) Failure to satisfy conditions. The 
Secretary may withhold disbursement of 
funds in connection with any adjust¬ 
ment assistance under this part, if he de¬ 
termines that the firm has not satisfied 
the terms and conditions of the certifled 
adjustment proposal or of the authoriza¬ 
tion issued pursuant to § 500.40(b) (1). 

(3) Certification of representative of 
the firm. Adjustment assistance will not 
be provided to a firm unless the owners, 
partners or officers of such firm shall 
certify to the Secretary (i) the names of 
any attorneys, agents and other persons 
engaged by or on behalf of such firm in 
connection with any application, pro¬ 
posal or other submission or representa¬ 
tion under this part, and (ii) the fees or 
other consideration paid or to be paid to 
any such persons for such services. 

(4) Compliance with the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964. Adjustment assistance will 
not be provided to any firm unless the 
owners, partners, or officers of such firm 
provide satisfactory evidence that the 
requirements of title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 will be complied with, 
and an undertaking to such effect is in¬ 
corporated into the adjustment proposal. 

§ 500.41 Technical assistance. 

(a) Purpose of assistance. After a 
determination under § 500.40(b) that 
technical assistance is necessary to carry 
out the adjustment proposal of a firm, 
the Secretary may provide such tech¬ 
nical assistance to the firm as in his 
judgment will materially contribute to 
the economic adjustment of the firm. 
Technical assistance includes market and 
other economic research, feasibility 
studies, managerial advice and counsel¬ 
ing, operation, and engineering assist¬ 
ance, training, and assistance in research 
and development. 

(b) (1) Forms of assistance. To the 
maximum extent practicable, technical 
assistance will be furnished through 
existing agencies, and otherwise through 
private individuals, firms, or institutions 
working under contracts with the De¬ 
partment. Under special circumstances, 
a technical assistance grant may be made 
directly to the firm, subject to the con¬ 
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dition that the Director must approve (i) 
all plans of the firm for spending grant 
funds and (ii) the qualifications of tech¬ 
nical assistance personnel, consultants, 
and contractors. 

(c) Cost sharing. A firm receiving 
technical assistance under this section 
shall be required to bear an appropriate 
portion of the cost thereof. In deter¬ 
mining the firm’s share of such cost, 
consideration will be given to all contri¬ 
butions by the firm, including space, 
equipment and services, and to the firm’s 
need to conserve funds for working cap¬ 
ital purposes. 

§ 500.42 Financial assistance. 

(a) Forms of assistance. After a de¬ 
termination under § 500.40(b) that fi¬ 
nancial assistance is necessary to carry 
out the adjustment proposal of a firm, 
the Secretary may provide such finan¬ 
cial assistance to the firm as in his Judg¬ 
ment will materially contribute to the 
economic adjustment of the firm. Finan¬ 
cial assistance includes direct loans, 
guarantees of loans made by financial 
institutions, and agreements for deferred 
participation in or purchase upon de¬ 
mand of loans made by financial insti¬ 
tutions. Guarantees and agreements for 
deferred participation are preferred over 
direct loans, and the Department may 
subordinate its lien position in order to 
encourage financial institutions to make 
loans to a Ann. To the maximum extent 
practicable, financial assistance will be 
provided through agencies empowered 
under other law to furnish such assist¬ 
ance. 

<b) Purpose of financial assistance. 
Financial assistance provided under this 
section shall be for the purpose of mak¬ 
ing funds available to a firm for acquisi¬ 
tion. construction, installation, modern¬ 
ization. development, conversion, or ex¬ 
pansion of land, plant, buildings, equip¬ 
ment. facilities or machinery, or in ex¬ 
ceptional cases only, for working capital. 

(1) Working capital loans. For pur¬ 
poses of this section, a working capital 
loan is defined as a loan for the purpose 
of providing liquidity needed by the firm 
for minimum cash flow requirements in 
connection with the conduct of current 
business operations. 

(2) Exceptional cases . A finding by 
the Secretary that a case is exceptional 
will be made only if: (i) A working capi¬ 
tal loan is essential to the adjustment of 
a firm, and (ii) such funds are not other¬ 
wise reasonably available. 

<c> Conditions for financial assist¬ 
ance —(1) Limitation on guarantees or 
participations. A loan guarantee or 
agreement for deferred participation will 
not be made in an amount greater than 
90 percent of that portion of the loan 
made for the purposes specified in this 
section. 

(2) Minimum interest rate. Any loan 
or deferred participation provided by the 
Secretary under this section shall bear 
interest at a rate not less than the greater 
of (i) 4 percent per annum or (ii) the 
rate determined by the Secretary of the 
Treasury under section 315(b) (2) of the 
Act for the year in which the loan is made 
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or the agreement for such deferred par¬ 
ticipation is entered into. 

(3) Maximum interest rate. A guaran¬ 
tee or agreement for deferred participa¬ 
tion will be made only with respect to a 
loan bearing interest at a rate deter¬ 
mined to be reasonable in comparison 
with normal terms for equivalent loans 
from private sources. In no event will the 
guaranteed or deferred participation por¬ 
tion of any loan bear interest at a rate 
more than one percent per annum in 
excess of the rate determined by the 
Secretary of the Treasury under section 
315(b) (2) of the Act for the year in 
which the guarantee is made or the agree¬ 
ment for deferred participation is entered 
into, unless the Secretary finds that spe¬ 
cial circumstances justify a higher rate 
not more than 2 percent per annum in 
excess of the rate determined by the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury under section 315 
(b)(2) of the Act. 

(4) Maturity. Except for working capi¬ 
tal loans, which shall have an original 
maturity not in excess of 6 years, the 
maturity of loans made or guaranteed, or 
with respect to which a deferred par¬ 
ticipation agreement will be entered into, 
under this section shall not exceed 25 
years, including renewals and extensions: 
Provided, That such limitation on matu¬ 
rities shall not apply in the case of (i) 
securities or obligations received by the 
Secretary as claimant in bankruptcy or 
equitable reorganization, or as creditor in 
other proceedings attendant upon in¬ 
solvency of the obligor, or (ii) loans with 
respect to which the Secretary has deter¬ 
mined that an extension or renewal for 
an additional period not exceeding 10 
years is reasonably necessary for orderly 
liquidation. 

(5) Service fee. The Secretary may im¬ 
pose on a private lender a guarantee or 
deferred participation service fee of one- 
half of 1 percent per annum on the un¬ 
paid balance of the guaranteed or de¬ 
ferred portion of the loan. 

(6) Reasonable assurance of repay¬ 
ment. Financial assistance will not be 
provided under this section unless there 
is reasonable assurance that a loan will 
be repaid pursuant to its terms. The test 
of reasonable assurance of repayment 
will be met only if the loan is sufficiently 
secured or if the future earnings pros¬ 
pects of the firm indicate ability to re¬ 
pay the loan out of income from the busi¬ 
ness. In determining the ability of the 
Ann to repay the loan from income, the 
Secretary will consider all factors that 
he deems relevant, including the firm's 
total fixed obligations, the adequacy of 
its working capital, including its cash 
flow projection, and the ratio between its 
debts and net worth. 

(7) Agreement not to employ certain 
persons. Financial assistance will not be 
provided to any firm unless the owners, 
partners or officers shall execute an 
agreement binding them and the Ann, for 
a period of 2 years after financial as¬ 
sistance is provided, to refrain from em¬ 
ploying, tendering any office or employ¬ 
ment to, or retaining for professional 
services any person who, on the date such 
assistance or any part thereof was pro¬ 
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vided, or within 1 year prior thereto, shall 
have served as an officer, attorney, agent, 
or employee occupying a position or en¬ 
gaging in activities which the Secretary 
shall have determined involve discretion 
with respect to the provision of such 
financial assistance. 

(8) Security provisions. In providing 
financial assistance, the Secretary may 
require such security and other protec¬ 
tive devices as he deems appropriate, in¬ 
cluding (i) mortgages, (ii> security in¬ 
terests, (iii) pledge or hypothecation of 
inventories and receivables, (iv) personal 
guarantees of principal shareholders, (v) 
subordination, reduction, and consolida¬ 
tion of claims of existing creditors, (vi) 
provision for expediting repayments 
based on favorable earnings, and (vii) 
restrictions on disbursements and divi¬ 
dends. 

(9) Default provisions. In providing 
financial assistance, the Secretary may 
require in any loans or evidences of in¬ 
debtedness such provisions regarding de¬ 
fault and acceleration upon default as he 
deems appropriate. 

(10) Termination of assistance and re¬ 
covery of funds in the event of revocation. 
Financial assistance provided by the Sec¬ 
retary to implement a certified adjust¬ 
ment proposal shall be subject to his 
right to terminate such assistance and 
to recover any funds disbursed thereun¬ 
der, in the event of revocation of the 
certification pursuant to $ 500.34(b): 
Provided. That recovery of funds dis¬ 
bursed will only be sought in cases where 
such recovery is deemed appropriate by 
the Secrotary and where revocation was 
made pursuant to subdivision (iii) or (iv) 
of said § 500.34(b). 

(d) Administration of financial assist¬ 
ance. (1) Tlie Secretary will exercise all 
such powers and take all such action as 
may be necessary or incidental to the ad¬ 
ministration of financial assistance under 
this part, including, but not limited to 
the following: 

(i) Assignment or sale at public or 
private sale, or other disposition of. any 
evidence of debt, contract, claim, per¬ 
sonal property or security assigned to or 
held by him in connection with such 
financial assistance, upon such terms 
and conditions and for such considera¬ 
tion as he shall determine to be reason¬ 
able; 

(11) Collection, compromise and defi¬ 
ciency judgments with respect to all ob¬ 
ligations assigned to or held by him in 
connection with such financial assist¬ 
ance until such time as such obligations 
may be referred to the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral for suit or collection; 

(iii) Renovation, improvement, mod¬ 
ernization, completion, protection by in¬ 
surance, rental, sale or other dealing 
with any real or personal property con¬ 
veyed to or otherwise acquired by him in 
connection with such financial assist¬ 
ance, upon such terms and conditions 
and for such consideration as he shall 
determine to be reasonable: and 

(iv) Acquisition, holding, transfer, re¬ 
lease or conveyance of any real or per¬ 
sonal property or any interest therein 
whenever deemed necessary or appro¬ 


priate, and execution of all legal docu¬ 
ments for such purposes. 

(2) Any mortgage acquired as secu¬ 
rity under paragraph (c) (8) of this sec¬ 
tion shall be recorded under applicable 
State law. 

(3) A financial institution that has 
made a loan in connection with which 
there has been a guarantee, or with re¬ 
spect to which there is a deferred partic¬ 
ipation agreement, under this section 
shall hold the note and all security and 
other agreements obtained by it in con¬ 
nection with such loan, and shall re¬ 
ceive all payments of principal and in¬ 
terest on such loan until such time as 
the Secretary may purchase the guaran¬ 
teed or deferred participation share 
thereof: Provided , That except as au¬ 
thorized in writing by the Secretary, 
such financial institution shall not (i) 
make or consent to any alteration in the 
terms of the note or related agreements, 
(ii) make or consent to any release, sub¬ 
stitution or exchange of collateral, (iii) 
accelerate the maturity of the note. (iv» 
sell, assign or transfer the note or re¬ 
lated agreements, (v) sue upon the note 
or related agreements, (vi) w r aive or 
agree to waive any claim against the 
borrower or any guarantor, standby 
creditor or other obligor in connection 
with the loan, (vii) charge or receive any 
bonus, fee, commission or expense in any 
form, directly or indirectly, in connec¬ 
tion with the loan, except charges or 
expenses incurred or earned for services 
rendered, or (viii) increase the amount 
due on a prior lien. Such financial in¬ 
stitution shall assign and deliver to the 
Secretary the note and related agree¬ 
ments with respect to such portion of 
the loan as may be purchased pursuant 
to the guarantee or deferred participa¬ 
tion agreement. 

§ .>00.13 Tux asiiiftlance. 

(a) General. Upon certification of a 
proposal for adjustment assistance under 
§ 500.32, a firm may apply for tax as¬ 
sistance with respect to a net operating 
loss alleged to have been sustained by 
such firm in a taxable year that closed 
not more than 24 months prior to the 
date of such application. Such assistance 
will permit the Aim to cany back a net 
operating loss to each of the 5 taxable 
years preceding the year of the loss, 
rather than the normal 3-year carryback 
provided in the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1954, as amended. Tax refunds re¬ 
ceived by a firm pursuant to a tax assist¬ 
ance certification must be used by such 
firm in accord with the terms of its cer¬ 
tified adjustment proposal. 

(b) Application. An application for 
tax assistance filed pursuant to § 500.30 
shall satisfy the application requirement 
of paragraph (a) of this section, but the 
effective date of filing for purposes of 
section 317(a) of the Act and of thw 
section shall be the date on which the 
firm’s adjstment proposal is certified by 
the Secretary pursuant to section 500. o l 
of this part. 

(c) Certification. Following receipt 
from the firm of the written notice re- 
quired by 5 500.32(e), eligibility for tax 
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assistance will be certified by the Sec¬ 
retary if he determines that (1) the net 
operating loss alleged to have been sus¬ 
tained by the firm in a taxable year that 
closed not more than 24 months prior to 
the date of its application under this 
section arose predominantly out of the 
carrying on of a trade or business which 
was seriously injured during such year 
by the increased imports found by the 
Tariff Commission to have resulted from 
concessions granted under trade agree¬ 
ments, and (2) tax assistance under this 
section will materially contribute to the 
economic adjustment of the firm. A cer¬ 
tification under this section shall not 
constitute a determination of the exist¬ 
ence or amount of any net operating loss 
for purposes of section 172 of the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Code of 1954, as amended. 

<d> Notice to Internal Revenue Serv¬ 
ice . At such time and in such manner as 
may be prescribed pursuant to section 
172(b) (3) (A)(1) of the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Code of 1954, as amended, and reg¬ 
ulations issued thereunder, the firm or 
other taxpayers involved must file with 
the Secretary of the Treasury or his dele¬ 
gate a notice that it has applied for tax 
assistance and, if such assistance is ap¬ 
proved, a copy of the certification of eli¬ 
gibility therefor, issued pursuant to par¬ 
agraph (c) of this section. 

(e) Revocation. A tax assistance cer¬ 
tification may be revoked by the Secre¬ 
tary at any time upon a finding that the 
tax refunds made to the firm pursuant to 
such certification are not being used in 
accord with the terms of the firm’s cer¬ 
tified adjustment proposal. 

Subpart E—Records and Reports 

§ 300.50 Records. 

(a) Each firm receiving adjustment 
assistance under this part shall make or 
cause to be made by any person under 
the control or direction of such firm, 
original or facsimile records, receipts or 
documents with respect to all transac¬ 
tions relating to the receipt, disburse¬ 
ment and utilization of proceeds or other 
forms of such assistance as are received 
that will fully disclose their amount and 
disposition. Such records, receipts or 
documents shall be in such form and 
detail as will facilitate effective audit. 

(b) In any undertaking to provide ad¬ 
justment assistance, the Secretary may 
require the firm to keep, or cause to be 
kept, such additional records, receipts or 
documents as he may deem appropriate. 

(c) Any records, receipts or docu¬ 
ments required to be kept pursuant to 
this section shall be retained for a pe¬ 
riod of at least 3 years following comple¬ 
tion of the adjustment assistance pro¬ 
posal certified by the Secretary pursuant 

Subpart C or until any loans called 
for therein have been repaid, whichever 
date is later. 

(d) The records, receipts and docu¬ 
ments referred to in this section shall 
include, but not by way of limitation, 

ma terials, journals or other books 
i original entry, ledgers, financial state¬ 
ments, work papers regardless of by 
nom prepared, and minute books. 
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§ 500.51 Reports. 

(a) Each firm receiving adjustment 
assistance under this part, and any per¬ 
son under the control or direction of such 
firm, shall furnish under oath, in the 
form of reports or otherwise as required 
by the Secretary, complete information 
relative to any matter involving or perti¬ 
nent to the adjustment assistance pro¬ 
posal certified pursuant to Subpart C of 
this part, and information otherwise 
reasonably related to such proposal or 
the purposes of the Act or of this part. 
The Secretary may require that such 
reports include the production of any 
books of account, contracts, letters, or 
other papers relevant to adjustment as¬ 
sistance received by the firm or trans¬ 
actions related thereto in the custody 
or control of the firm or person required 
to make such reports. 

Subpart F—Procedures 

§ 500.60 Forms. 

(a) For the convenience and guidance 
of interested persons, the following 
printed forms are available for use in 
connection with, submissions under this 
part in connection with adjustment as¬ 
sistance to films: 

(1) OTA-1, Application for Certifica¬ 
tion of Eligibility To Apply for Adjust¬ 
ment Assistance (under section 302(b) 

(1) of the Act). 

(2) OTA-2, Certificate of Eligibility To 
Apply for Adjustment Assistance. 

(3) OTA-3, Application for Adjust¬ 
ment Assistance. 

(4) OTA-4, Adjustment Proposal. 

(5) OTA-5, Certification of Adjust¬ 
ment Proposal. 

(6) OTA-6, Certification of Eligibility 
for Tax Assistance. 

(b) Copies of all necessary forms, and 
instructions for their preparation and 
filing, may be obtained upon request from 
the Office of Trade Adjustment Assist¬ 
ance, Department of Commerce, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 20230, or from any Field 
Office of the Department. 

§ 500.61 Submissions. 

(a) Applications. Forms and related 
material, including communications, with 
respect thereto, in connection with (1) 
applications for certification of eligibility 
to apply for adjustment assistance, (2) 
applications for adjustment assistance 
and (3) adjustment proposals under this 
part, should be submitted, in triplicate, 
to the Director, Office of Trade Adjust¬ 
ment Assistance, Department of Com¬ 
merce, Washington, D.C. 20230. 

(b) Petitions for reconsideration and 
appeals. See § 500.62(b) (2) and (c)(4), 
respectively. 

(c) Other communications. In order 
to expedite attention to inquiries or other 
correspondence concerning matters rel¬ 
evant to or arising in connection with the 
provisions of this part, persons initiating 
such communications are urged to direct 
them in the first instance to OTA A. 

(d) Due date. (1) Applications for cer¬ 
tification of eligibility to apply for ad¬ 
justment assistance under section 302(b) 
(1) of the Act, and applications for ad¬ 
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justment assistance under section 311 of 
tiie Act are subject to statutory filing 
deadlines. The Secretary may. in appro¬ 
priate circumstances, condition accept¬ 
ance of other submissions upon timely 
filing on or before a specified date. (2) 
Except as provided in §§ 500.43(b) and 
500.62(a)(3), submissions received by 
mail are deemed filed on the date post¬ 
marked on the envelope in which they 
are mailed. Submissions delivered di¬ 
rectly are deemed filed when received. 

(e> Extensions of time. With respect 
to any submission, other than a petition 
for reconsideration or an appeal under 
§ 500.62, concerning which a date has 
been established for receipt by the Sec¬ 
retary or his delegate and submission on 
or before such date is a condition prece¬ 
dent to its acceptance as timely filed, 
application for extension of time may be 
made to OTAA. Such application must be 
received by OTAA prior to the time such 
submission is due, and must contain a 
statement of reason for inability to com¬ 
ply with the required filing date. An ex¬ 
tension of time will be given for good 
cause shown. 

§ 500.62 Reconsideration and appeal*. 

This section sets forth the procedures 
applicable to: Petitions for reconsidera¬ 
tion of administrative actions and ap¬ 
peals to the Secretary from certain dele¬ 
gated administrative actions and from 
decisions on petitions for reconsidera¬ 
tion. 

(a) General provisions. (1) The term 
“administrative action” means with re¬ 
spect to any person, (i) a decision with 
respect to certification of eligibility to 
apply for adjustment assistance, or (ii) 
a decision upon an application for ad¬ 
justment assistance, or (iii) any action 
taken specifically with respect to such 
person pursuant to the exercise of a dis¬ 
cretionary pow r er by the Secretary or his 
delegate in accordance with any provi¬ 
sion of this part. The term “administra¬ 
tive action” does not include an opinion 
or ruling interpreting these regulations, 
or a decision upon a petition for recon¬ 
sideration or upon an appeal. 

(2) Notice of an administrative action 
or of a decision upon a petition for re¬ 
consideration or upon an appeal shall 
be deemed to have been given on the 
date when mailed or delivered to the pe¬ 
titioner or appellant: Provided, That no¬ 
tice of an administrative action taken 
prior to the effective date of this section 
shall be deemed to have been given on 
such effective date. 

(3) A petition for reconsideration or 
an appeal shall be deemed filed on the 
date received by the addressee. 

(4) Any person may withdraw a peti¬ 
tion for reconsideration or an appeal at 
any time prior to the date a decision is 
rendered thereon. 

(b) Petition for reconsideration. Any 
person may petition the official who has 
taken an administrative action under 
this part with respect to such person for 
reconsideration of such action unless 
such person has previously appealed the 
same or a related administrative action 
to the Secretary and such appeal is then 
pending or a decision has been rendered 
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thereon. The filing of a petition for re¬ 
consideration shall not suspend or stay 
the effect of the administrative action 
of which reconsideration is sought unless 
the Secretary, in his discretion, so orders. 

(1) Form of petitions. An original and 
five copies of the petition for reconsid¬ 
eration and all supporting documents 
shall be submitted. The petition shall 
enclose a copy of the administrative 
action of which reconsideration is asked, 
and shall state the grounds upon which 
the petition is based and the relief re¬ 
quested. All facts and argument in sup¬ 
port of the petition shall be separately 
identified and set forth in detail. 

(2) Filing . A petition for reconsidera¬ 
tion of an administrative action shall be 
filed not later than 20 days after notice 
of the administrative action is given to 
the petitioner. It shall be addressed to 
the official who took the action of which 
reconsideration is sought, in care of the 
U.S. Department of Commerce, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 20230. If a petition is with¬ 
drawn, the time which has elapsed since 
notice of the administrative action was 
given to the petitioner shall not be 
counted as part of the time allowed for 
appeal. Requests for extension of time 
within which to file petitions for recon¬ 
sideration may be granted in the discre¬ 
tion of the official who took the action 
of which reconsideration is to be sought. 

(3) Decisions. The official who took 
the action of which reconsideration is 
sought may dismiss the petition or may 
grant or deny the petition in whole or 
in part, or may modify all or part of 
the administrative action under recon¬ 
sideration. Written notice of the de¬ 
cision shall be given to the petitioner. 

(c) Appeals. (1) Any person may ap¬ 
peal in writing to the Secretary with 
respect to a decision by another official 
of the Department on the ground that 
the administrative action (including a 
decision on a petition for reconsidera¬ 
tion) with respect to such person was 
based on legal or factual error or was 
arbitrary. An appeal may not be filed if 
such person has previously filed a peti¬ 
tion for reconsideration respecting the 
same or a related administrative action 
and no decision has been rendered 
thereon or the petition has not been 
withdrawn. The filing of an appeal shall 
not suspend or stay the effect of the ad¬ 
ministrative action or decision on the 
petition for reconsideration under ap¬ 
peal unless the Secretary, in his discre¬ 
tion, so orders. 

(2) Form of appeals: An original and 
three copies of the appeal and all sup¬ 
porting documents shall be submitted. 
If the submission of three copies of all 
accompanying documents or exhibits 
would place an undue burden on the 
petitioner, waiver of this rule may be 
requested at the time the appeal is filed. 
The appeal shall enclose a copy of the 
administrative action or decision on the 
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petition for reconsideration from which 
appeal is made, and shall state the par¬ 
ticulars upon which the appeal is based 
and the relief requested. All facts and 
arguments in support of the appeal shall 
be separately identified and set forth in 
detail. The appellant may request the 
Director, in writing, to transmit to the 
Secretary the documentation originally 
submitted to OTAA. 

(3) Oral presentations: The Secretary 
may, in his discretion, request an ap¬ 
pellant to make an oral presentation 
at a time and place designated. 

(4) Filing: Appeals shall be filed with 
the Secretary not later than 30 days 
after notice of the administrative action 
or decision on the petition for recon¬ 
sideration has been given to the appel¬ 
lant. Requests for extensions of time 
within which to file appeals may be 
granted in the discretion of the Secre¬ 
tary. Appeals shall be addressed to the 
Secretary, U.S. Department of Com¬ 
merce, Washington, D.C. 20230. 

(5) Decisions: The Secretary may dis¬ 
miss, grant or deny the appeal in whole 
or in part or modify all or part of the 
administrative action or decision on the 
petition for reconsideration under ap¬ 
peal. Written notice of the Secretary’s 
decision shall be furnished to the appel¬ 
lant and shall constitute final Depart¬ 
mental action. 

§ 500.63 Public access to information. 

Completed Forms OTA-1, OTA-3, 
OTA-4, or any other completed forms 
filed with OTAA, applications and re¬ 
quests from applicants, petitions for re¬ 
consideration, appeals, materials sub¬ 
mitted therewith, and decisions thereon 
are considered to be matters covered by 5 
U.S.C. 552(b). Other information, rec¬ 
ords, and material in the possession of 
OTAA, if required by 5 UJS.C. 552 to be 
made available to the public, shall be 
available in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of Part 4 of this title. 

Subpart G—Investigation and Audit; 

Penalties 

§ 500.70 Investigation and Audit. 

(a) The Secretary may, through any 
person or agency, investigate any matter 
relevant to or any violation of the pro¬ 
visions of this part, regardless of 
whether any report has been required or 
filed in connection therewith. 

(b) The Secretary, through any per¬ 
son or agency, shall have access for the 
purpose of audit and examination to any 
records, receipts and documents (as de¬ 
fined in 5 500.50(d)) in the possession 
of a firm that is receiving or has re¬ 
ceived adjustment assistance under this 
part, or in the possession of any person 
under such firm’s control or direction, 
pertaining to or relevant to such adjust¬ 
ment assistance. 


§ 500.71 Penalties. 

(a) Attention is directed to 19 U.S.C. 
section 1919, which provides in connec¬ 
tion with adjustment assistance to firms 
that: 

Whoever makes a false statement of a 
material fact knowing It to be false, or know- 
lngly falls to disclose a material fact, or 
whoever willfully overvalues any security, 
for the purpose of Influencing in any way 
the action of the Secretary of Com¬ 
merce • • •, or for the purpose of obtain- 
ing money, property, or anything of 
value • • *, shall be flned not more than 
$5,000 or imprisoned for not more than 
2 years, or both. 

(b) Attention is also directed to 18 
U.S.C. section 1001, which provides that: 

Whoever, in any matter within the Juris¬ 
diction of any department or agency of the 
United States knowingly and willfully falsi¬ 
fies, conceals, or covers up by any trick, 
scheme or device a material fact, or makes 
any false, fictitious, or fraudulent statements, 
or representations, or makes or uses any false 
writing or document knowing the same to 
contain any false, fictitious or fraudulent 
statement or entry, shall be fined not more 
than $10,000 or imprisoned not more than 
5 years or both. 

(c) Failure by a firm to maintain or 
cause to be maintained records or make 
reports required under Subpart E of this 
Part shall be grounds for suspension or 
termination of adjustment assistance. 
This provision shall constitute an in¬ 
tegral part of any certification by the 
Secretary of an adjustment proposal, 
whether or not expressly incorporated 
therein. 

§ 500.72 Effect on Lenders. 

Any person who in good faith lends 
money or extends credit to a firm that 
is receiving or has received adjustment 
assistance under this part and who does 
not have actual knowledge, when such 
loan is made or credit extended (or when 
a commitment is given to make the loan 
or extend the credit), that the use of 
the proceeds thereof, the repayment 
thereof or any other transaction in con¬ 
nection therewith will involve or con¬ 
stitute a violation by the firm of any 
provision of this part or of any license, 
ruling, regulation, order, direction, or 
instruction issued by or pursuant to the 
authorization or direction of the Secre¬ 
tary pursuant to this part or otherwise 
under § 500.71, may receive payment 
thereof (together with all Interest and 
other fees and charges) and may other¬ 
wise participate in any other transaction 
in connection therewith, and such per¬ 
son's rights against the firm in connec¬ 
tion with such loan or extension of credit 
shall not in any way be affected or in*" 
paired by reasons of the provisions of 
this part.
